Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

By  the  will  of  the  people  and  as  their  servants,  we  assemble 
here  to  represent  them  during  the  year  of  1907.  We  have  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  cities  of  the  Commonwealth,  one  for 
which  Nature  has  done  much,  and  our  citizens  more,  in  pro- 
viding everything  needed  for  a fine  residential  community. 
We  are  well  situated  for  residential  purposes,  within  seven 
miles  of  Boston.  We  have  better  steam  railroads  service  than 
now  exists  on  the  south  side  of  Boston  ; we  have  through  elec- 
trics to  Boston  by  two  routes,  and  with  better  cars  and  service 
than  most  places,  and  we  have  a fairly  direct  carriage  route 
through  the  parkways  to  Boston.  We  look  forward  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  boulevard  system  to  the  Lynn  Woods.  No 
other  city  has  a more  beautiful  situation.  We  border  on  the 
great  park  system,  with  Spot  Pond,  the  Fells,  Boston  Rock, 
Pine  Banks  Park,  Mt.  Hood,  Sewall  Woods,  Ravine  Road,  Ell 
Pond  and  many  other  attractive  and  interesting  sections. 

Our  public  buildings  have  contributed  much  to  the  beauty  of 
the  city.  We  have  substantial  and  attractive  school  buildings, 
city  hall,  public  library,  hospital,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  and  club 
houses  and  church  buildings  ornamenting  the  city. 

The  growth  of  the  city  the  past  few  years  has  been  moderate 
but  most  substantial.  In  every  locality  houses  of  attractive 
architecture  and  good  value  are  being  erected. 

We  have  the  best  of  schools,  ample  parks  and  boulevards, 
and  a great  water  and  sewerage  system  ; highways  that  are 
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oeing  constantly  improved,  and  a drainage  system  well  estab- 
lished ; an  efficient  police  force,  and  one  of  the  best  fire  depart- 
ments of  any  small  city.  With  all  the  above,  we  are  in  excel- 
lent financial  condition. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  city  as  submitted  to  me  by 
the  Auditor  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1906,  is  as

Public  Works  Department. 

Of  all  the  branches  of  the  public  service,  this  department  is 
perhaps,  with  the  exception  of  the  schools,  the  most  important 
one,  and  includes,  as  you  gentlemen  all  know,  the  care  and 
management  of  the  public  ways,  sidewalks,  ])ridges  and  cul- 
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verts,  water  works,  public  drains,  and  sewers,  public  parks, 
squares  and  play-grounds  ; it  also  includes  the  engineering 
department  and  the  care  and  custody  of  all  public  property. 

Highway  Division. 

Under  this  head  I wish  to  give  you  a few  facts  and  figures 
compiled  from  the  printed  reports  of  the  Town  and  City,  show- 
ing the  expenditures  of  some  of  the  branches  of  the  city  the 
past  14  years,  most  of  which  I will  omit  to  read,  as  figures  at 
this  time  are  not  particularly  interesting  to  you,  but  wish  to 
show  that  the  Highway  Department  decreased  from  $27,147  in 
1892  to  $22,914  in  1905,  a decrease  of  $4,633,  while  the  other 
departments  have  materially  increased,  particularly  the  School 
Department  from  $41,762  in  1892  to  $87,647  in  1905,  the  inter- 
est from  $9,061  in  1892  to  $33,063  in  1905,  and  the  State, 
County  and  Metropolitan  Tax  from  $12,833  in  1892  to  $51,872 
in  1905. 
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From  the  figures  on  preceding  page  it  will  appear  that  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  and  expended  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  highways  has  gradually  decreased,  while 
that  appropriated  and  expended  for  other  purposes  has  in- 
creased. 

Melrose  is  purely  a residential  suburb,  and  it  seems  to  me 
that  our  prosperity  as  a community  largely  depends  upon  our 
ability  to  compete  with  the  surrounding  cities  in  making  it 
an  attractive  place  in  which  to  live.  Our  water  and  sewer  sys- 
tems are  underground,  little  attention  is  paid  to  our  schools  or 
our  public  library  by  the  visitor  in,  or  traveller  through  our 
territory  ; the  one  thing  that  is  seen  and  noted  is  the  condition 
and  appearance  of  the  walks  and  streets.  If  these  are  in  good 
condition,  cleanly  kept,  and  present  an  appearance  of  thrift,  a 
a desirable  class  of  people  will  be  attracted  to  Melrose,  and  in  a 
short  time  it  will  become  one  of  the  most  desirable  suburbs  of 
Boston,  with  the  attending  increase  in  property  values  and 
the  corresponding  decrease  in  the  rate  of  taxation. 

Owing  to  the  additional  appropriation  last  year  of  $10,000.00 
more  work  has  been  done  in  this  department  the  past  season 
than  in  any  other  year  since  Melrose  became  a city. 

Sidewalk  Division. 

During  the  year  just  passed,  an  unusually  large  amount  of 
work  on  continuous  sidewalks  has  been  accomplished,  as  all  the 
orders  of  the  Board,  although  passed  late  in  the  season,  have 
been  carried  out.  In  addition,  sidewalks  have  been  constructed 
in  front  of  23  estates,  and  notwithstanding  the  city  does  not  pay 
one-half  the  cost  of  granolithic,  I am  pleased  to  note  that  its 
us*e  is  increasing.  I recommend  that  the  sidewalk  ordinance 
be  amended  so  that  your  Board  may,  if  it  should  so  elect,  order 
a granolithic  walk  in  front  of  any  estate.  I also  recommend 
that  your  board  consider  the  advisability  of  apportioning  the 
assessment  on  continuous  walks  similar  to  sewer  assessments. 

City  Stable  and  Yard. 

I am  convinced  of  the  need  of  a city  stable  and  yard.  M e 
are  now  paying  at  the  rate  of  over  $1,000.00  per  year  for  rents, 
etc.,  which  w’ould  be  saved  and  could  be  applied  as  an  off-set 
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against  the  necessary  investment.  From  my  knowledge  of  the 
sentiments  of  the  previous  Boards  of  Aldermen  when  consider- 
ing this  matter,  I am  led  to  believe  it  was  not  so  mmch  the 
question  of  its  need,  as  it  was  the  selection  of  a suitable  location. 
It  is  needed,  not  only  as  an  economical  measure,  but  it  is  nec- 
essary for  the  convenience  of  the  public  in  calling  on  the  de- 
partments at  all  times  of  day  or  night  in  case  of  emergency^ 
with  the  assurance  that  water  breaks,  etc.,  would  have  ready 
and  prompt  attention  ; it  would  tend  to  consolidate  the  divi- 
sions of  the  public  works  department  in  reality,  and  would  per- 
mit the  management  of  this  important  department  to  suitably 
care  for  and  preserve  the  numerous  implements  in  its  possess- 
ion, and  I would  earnestly  urge  your  early  consideration  of  this 
important  matter. 


Water  Division. 

This  department  of  our  Public  Works  Department  is  finan- 
cially in  a healthy  condition,  and  although  our  assessment 
by  the  Commonwealth  to  pay  our  part  of  the  maintenance, 
interest  and  sinking  fund  requirements  for  the  cost  of  the 
Metropolitan  Water  System  is  high,  we  are  able  to  pay  all  our 
bills  and  have  a small  margin  to  spend  each  jmar  in  improve- 
ment of  the  plant. 

Relative  to  our  large  per  capita  consumption,  and  the  effect 
that  it  has  upon  the  amount  of  assessment  by  the  Common- 
wealth, I will  have  a careful  study  made  to  see  what  can  be 
done,  if  anything,  to  reduce  this  expense,  and  will  later  send 
the  result  of  the  research  to  your  Board  with  my  recommenda- 
tions thereon. 

Surface  Drainage. 

To  date  there  has  been  appropriated  and  expended  S80,000 
•of  the  $100,000.00  authorized,  and  in  addition  the  Board  of 
aldermen  in  1901  authorized  the  expenditure  of  the  $10,000.00 
for  the  same  purpose,  making  the  total  amount  appropriated 
to  date  $90,000.00,  and  notwithstanding  only  $90,000.00  has 
been  appropriated,  I am  informed  l)y  the  department  that 
drains  costing  $107,000.00  have  been  constructed,  the  other 
$17,000.00  being  paid  by  private  parties  and  from  the  approp- 
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riation  for  care  and  maintenance  of  highways.  With  this  ex- 
penditure the  flooded  condition  of  many  of  the  streets  is  satis- 
factorily and  permanently  remedied,  and  I believe  the  work 
has  given  universal  satisfaction,  and  while  the  same  relief  might 
possibly  have  been  temporarily  accomplished  with  less  expen- 
diture of  money,  the  drains  as  constructed  are  intended  to  be, 
and  I believe  will  prove  a permanent  benefit,  and  last  as  long 
as  Melrose  remains  a body  politic.  I recommend  a continu- 
ance of  the  work  the  coming  year,  and  request  that  you  give  the 
matter  your  early  attention  to  the  end  that  the  appropriation 
be  made  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  laid  out  and  contracts 
for  stock  placed. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I wish  to  call  attention  to 
the  much  agitated  and  discussed  problem  of  Spot  Pond  Brook. 

To  briefly  review  this  subject,  the  waters  from  the  brook 
flowing  from  Ell  Pond  in  Melrose  and  Spot  Pond  in  Stone- 
ham,  forming  a junction  just  below  Wyoming  avenue  and 
flowing  southerly  into  and  through  Malden  and  discharging 
into  the  Malden  River,  has  from  early  time  been  a detriment 
to  the  growth  of  Melrose. 

In  1898,  when  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  took  Spot  Pond, 
for  its  use  as  a storage  basin,  the  elevation  of  the  water  was 
raised  some  10  or  12  feet,  and  a large  territory  previously  flow- 
ing into  Spot  Pond  was  diked  off  and  drained  under  the  pond 
and  discharged  direct  into  the  brook.  This  action  by  the  Met- 
ropolitan Water  Board  greatly  aggravated  the  conditions. 
Since  then  there  has  been  numorous  conferences  between  Mel- 
rose, Malden  and  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  with  no  satis- 
factory result.  It  is  my  intention  to  do  all  in  my  power  to 
bring  about  some  improvement  in  this  water  course,  and  to 
that  end  I earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  your  Board.  M ith 
an  improvement  in  this  brook,  the  entire  flat  section  in  the 
vicinity  of  Wyoming  avenue  will  be  greatly  benefited,  and  will 
permit  of  the  construction  of  lateral  drains  in  this  section, 
which  cannot  be  constructed  until  this  improvement  is  accom- 
plished. 

Appended  hereto  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  the  past 
season,  that  previously  constructed,  and  a total  of  the  work 
constructed  to  date,  which  I will  omit  to  read. 
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Sewer  Division. 

Several  main  sewers  have  been  constructed  the  past  year 
and  at  the  present  time  few  if  any  extensions  are  needed. 
That  the  system  is  all  that  it  should  be,  is  evinced  by  the 
health  of  the  community  and  the  small  amount  expended 
annually  for  the  maintenance  of  the  system.  I have  no  re- 
commendations to  make. 


Parks. 

Melrose  possesses  numerous  so-called  Parks, — Sewall  Woods, 
Melrose  Common,  Pine  Banks  and  Ell  Pond,  none  of  which, 
with  the  single  exception  of  Pine  Banks  Park,  has  any  appear- 
ance whatever  of  being  a Park  ; none  of  them  are  located 
within  the  center  of  the  city,  and  I suggest  for  your  considera- 
tion the  advisability  of  securing  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  the 
land  in  the  rear  of  the  Central  Fire  Station  and  adjoining  the  City 
hall  lot,  and  that  the  same  be  improved  that  there  may  be  in 
the  heart  of  the  city  an  open  spot  where  people  may  recreate 
on  holidays  and  enjoy  the  open  air  on  summer  evenings. 

. Bath  House. 

I recommend  that  you  consider  the  advisability  of  con- 
structing a proper  bathhouse  in  Ell  Pond  adjoining  Main  street 
for  use  of  small  children.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
children  too  small  to  go  alone  to  the  neaiBy  bathing  resorts 
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persist  in  bathing  in  this  pond,  which  is  conceded  by  all  to  be 
dangerous,  and  has  on  several  occasions  proved  fatal  to  them. 

The  School  Department. 

No  more  important  interests  will  claim  our  consideration 
•during  the  year  than  those  of  public  education. 

We  are  a coihmmidty  of  high  intelligence,  demanding  the 
best  schools.  We  sho'dd  be  known  as  a city  of  schools,  con- 
stantly increasing  in  reputation  and  standing.  Our  graduates 
rank  with  honor  in  the  colleges,  our  teachers  and  school  offici- 
als are  of  high  character  and  ability.  The  great  financial 
burdens  incident  to  the  public  schools  should  be  borne  with 
patience  and  pleasure  as  a wise  investment,  which  will  fit  our 
i^ons  and  daughters  for  the  business  of  life,  and  make  them 
proud  that  they  were  educated  in  Melrose.  We  should  all 
join  in  making  our  schools  the  best  in  New  England. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  this  department,  as  it  appears 
to  me,  is  the  need  for  increased  school  rooms.  This  I get  both 
from  personal  inspection  and  from  conference  with  the  school 
authorities. 

During  the  past  few  years,  two  plans  for  relief  in  this  direc- 
tion have  failed  of  approval,  although  in  both  cases,  they  were 
indorsed  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 
To  me  it  seems  unfortunate  that  something  could  not  have 
been  accomplished,  for  our  schools  are  suffering  seriously  under 
the  present  conditions. 

Melrose  cannot,  from  any  point  of  view,  refuse  longer  to 
provide  proper  accomodations  for  all  the  pupils  in  its  schools. 

Doubtless,  owing  to  the  conflicting  personal  interests,  any 
plan  of  enlargement  of  our  present  accommodations  will  meet 
with  opposition,  but  in  considering  the  matter  it  will  be  well  to 
keep  in  mind  the  following  points  : (1)  unless  we  choose  to 
sacrifice  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  relief  in  this  line  must 
come  at  an  early  date  ; (2)  in  deciding  what  shall  be  done  per- 
sonal interests  and  preferences  should  not  for  a moment  stand 
in  the  way  of  the  advancement  of  public  good. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  for  early  action  in  this  matter,  I 
am  led  to  suggest  that  itmay  be  wise  to  have  aspecial  committee 
appointed  to  bring  forward  some  suggestion  as  to  the  best  plan 
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to  be  adopted  in  securing  the  needed  enlargement  of  our 
present  school  accommodations. 

Brown  Tail  and  Gypsy  Moths. 

Throughout  the  residential  district  of  the  ci'ty,  the  brown 
tail  moth  is  practically  exterminated.  This  pest  has  been  a 
source  of  physical  discomfort  to  many  of  our  citizens  for  a num- 
ber of  years  past.  Through  its  entire  area,  the  city  is  infested 
with  the  gypsy  moth,  and  has  been  thoroughly  scouted  and  re- 
ported to  the  State  officials  as  one  large  colony.  But  to  the 
general  observer,  even  the  gypsy  is  not  as  much  in  evidence  as 
during  any  of  the  past  ten  years.  This  may  well  be  ascribed 
to  the  thorough  work  done  by  the  city  last  year  and  the  intelli- 
gent and  constantly  increasing  work  of  the  public  throughout 
the  entire  residential  section  of  our  city.  While  the  woodlands 
are  still  badly  infested,  there  being  vastly  more  nests  than  last 
year,  much  preliminary  work  has  been  done  which  should  show 
to  great  advantage  during  the  coming  summer.  Notices  were 
sent  out  during  September,  1906,  to  all  property  holders 
requiring  them  to  clear  their  estates  of  gyps}"  and  brown  tail 
moth  nests  on  or  before  Jan.  1,  1907.  In  accordance  with  the 
above,  the  property  will  be  inspected  shortly  after  Jan.  1,  1907, 
and  property  holders  who  have  not  attended  to  their  gypsy 
and  brown  tail  moths  nests  will  be  given  ten  days  time,  and 
on  failure  to  comply,  on  the  expiration  of  that  time  the  cit\' 
will  enter  and  do  what  is  necessary  to  protect  the  neighborhood. 
Approximately  the  cost  of  exterminating  the  moths  from  Jan- 
uary 1 to  date  is  as  follows  :

Fire  Department. 


While  we  have  had  no  large  fires  to  tax  our  department,  yet 
we  should  be  prepared  for  such  an  emergency  and  I would 
recommend  your  committee  on  Fire  Department  to  carefully 
consider  the  following  matters  : Hose  3,  at  the  Highlands,  is 
now  occupying  a house  that  it  is  impossible  to  properly  heat. 
It  is  in  need  of  many  improvements  and  costly  repairs  and  would 
be  throwing  money  away  to  do  so.  I would  suggest  to  your 
committee  to  consider  a new  house  and  combination  wagon 
for  the  Highlands.  You  must  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  that  part  of  the  Highlands  west  of  the  track  is  far 
removed  from  our  Central  Fire  Station,  and  serious  delay 
might  be  occasioned  by  the  gates  being  down  at  the  railroad 
crossing. 

I would  suggest  that  3^11  look  into  the  matter  of  furnishing 
Hose  2 quarters  at  W3’oming  west  of  the  track,  for,  as  at  the 
Highlands,  serious  dela}"  might  occur  at  the  railroad  crossing. 

The  matter  of  a fire  whistle  is  now  before  your  board,  and 
hope  you  will  give  it  careful  consideration. 


Public  Library. 


The  Public  Library  is  occup3fing  a beautiful  building,  and 
has  been  well  and  judiciousl3"  managed  in  the  past,  and  I un- 
derstand that  the  hours  have  been  increased,^but  would  sug- 
gest to  the  Trustees  that  it  be  opened  as  early  as  1 p.  m.^at  least 
that  the  scholars  may  enjoy  the  use  of  it  on  their  way  home 
from  school. 


Public  Service  Corporations. 


The  public  service  corporations  should  be  the  servants  of 
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the  people,  and  not  masters.  Our  lighting,  transportation  and 
telephone  business  is  in  the  hands  of  companies  that  are  finan- 
cially able  to  serve  the  public  well.  They  should  be  held  to  the 
very  highest  service,  and  no  privileges  should  be  granted  them 
without  compensating  benefits  to  the  public. 

Police  Department. 

The  department  at  present  consists  of  a chief  and  eleven 
patrolmen.  The  officers  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  and  the  laws  well  enforced.  I have  no  recom- 
mendations to  make  for  this  department  at  present. 

Board  of  Health  and  Charity  Department. 

In  these  departments  I have  no  recommendations  to  make 
at  the  present  time. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  remember  that  we  should  work  together 
for  the  interests  of  the  whole  city.  The  problems  before  us 
require  our  united  and  earnest  work.  We  can  accomplish 
much  if  we  work  in  harmony.  From  long  service  in  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  I know  the  hard  and  painstaking  work  of  the 
members.  No  one  is  more  interested  in  a good  administration 
than  are  the  members  of  the  board.  I must  rely  upon  you  for 
cooperation  through  the  year. 

I shall  constantly  seek  your  advice  and  help  in  performing 
our  work.  Let  us,  as  public  officials,  bear  in  mind  that  we  are 
servants  of  the  people.  Every  official,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  should  give  his  best  attention  to  the  public  service. 
It  is  our  duty  to  act  with  courtesy  to  every  citizen  stockholder 
in  this  great  corporation  by  whom  we  are  employed.  If  we 
cannot  grant  their  demands,  we  are  at  least  bound  to  give 
respectful  and  courteous  treatment  to  every  citizen. 

In  performing  our  work,  let  us  keep  in  mind  that  this  is  a 
government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people.

COMMENT  ON  TABLE  11. 

Comparison  with  a similar  table  in  the  report  for  1906  shows 
that  during  the  school  year  ending  with  June,  1907,  the  aver- 
age membership  of  the  schools  increased  3-5  per  cent  over  that 
for  the  previous  school  year  and  that  the  per  cent,  of  regularity 
in  attendance  dropped  2-5  per  cent.  Although  I should  have 
been  pleased  to  record  an  increase  in  the  regularity  of  attend- 
ance, it  is  in  a measure  gratifying  that  our  per  cent,  in  this  re- 
spect is  higher  than  the  average  for  the  State  at  large  by  2 1-10 
per  cent. 

I regret  to  report  that  the  number  of  cases  of  corporal  pun- 
ishment recorded  for  the  year  is  four  more  than  for  the  previous 
year.  However,  when  one  considers  that  3224  different  pupils 
were  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  that  every  pupil  presents  a 
special  problem  in  the  way  of  management,  the  fact  that  we 
have  had  only  thirteen  cases  of  corporal  punishment  in  a per- 
iod of  ten  months  would  seem  to  indicate  a well-defined  deter- 
mination on  the  part  of  the  teachers  not  to  employ  this  method 
of  control  inadvisedly. 

It  will  be  observed  also  by  reference  to  the  table  that  in  ten 
of  our  thirteen  school  buildings  not  a case  of  corporal  punish- 
ment occurred  during  the  year.

Comment  on  Table  III. 

The  above  table  shows  one  more  teacher  in  service  in  Decem- 
ber, 1907,  than  in  December,  1906.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
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that  it  seemed  wise  at  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year  to 
employ  a general  assistant  to  be  used  wherever  at  any  time  her 
services  might  be  of  most  advantage  to  the  schools.

Comment  on  Table  IV. 

Comparison  of  this  table  with  a similar  one  in  the  report  for 
the  previous  year  shows  that  in  December,  1907,  there  were 
sixty-one  more  pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools  than  in  December 
1906. 
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Comment  on  Table  V. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  ten  teachers  with- 
drew from  the  corps  during  the  past  year.  Not  only  is  this  the 
smallest  annual  loss  that  the  system  has  sustained  during  my 
connection  with  the  schools  but  also  there  were  fewer  teachers 
who  resigned  to  accept  higher  salaried  positions  elsewhere  than 
has  been  the  case  in  previous  years. 

By  the  authority  of  the  Committee  a higher  maximum  salary 
schedule  for  all  grades  below  the  High  school  went  into  effect 
February  1,  1906,  by  which  it  is  possible  for  teachers  who  are 
efficient  and  professionally  active  to  secure  a maximum  annual 
salary  of  S650  in  grades  I to  VI,  of  S700  in  grades  VII  and  VIII, 
and  of  S750  in  grade  IX.  During  1907  action  was  taken  by  the 
Committee  increasing  somewhat  the  former  maximums  of  the 
salaries  of  assistant  teachers  in  the  High  school,  although  no 
regular  schedule  was  definitely  fixed  for  the  various  depart- 
ments of  that  school.  That  only  four  teachers  resigned  in  1907 
to  accept  higher  salaries,  while  there  were  seven  in  1906  and 
ten  in  1905,  is  attributable  fairly  to  the  higher  salaries  which 
we  are  now  offering  our  teachers.  Therefore,  when  one  takes 
into  account  the  importance  to  the  community  of  the  interests 
at  stake  in  the  schools  and  the  fact  that  those  interests  can  not 
be  properly  advanced  unless  first-class  teachers  are  secured 
and  retained  with  a considerable  degree  of  permanency  in  the 
schools,  it  would  seem  that  the  Committee  did  only  its  plain 
duty  to  the  city  in  fixing  a higher  schedule  of  salaries  for  the 
teachers  in  our  schools. 
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Comment  on  Table  VI. 

It  is  trite  but  nevertheless  true  that  the  teacher  determines 
the  character  of  the  school.  Unless  there  be  a strong  teacher 
in  charge  of  a school,  it  is  impossible  to  secure  satisfactory  re- 
sults. This  fact  makes  the  selection  of  teachers  one  of  the 
most  important  duties  which  those  who  administer  school  in- 
terests have  to  discharge. 

During  the  past  year  thirteen  new  teachers  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  corps,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
that  with  hardly  an  exception  the  work  which  these  teachers 
are  doing  is  commendable.  It  is  only  justice  to  say,  in  this 
connection,  that,  in  my  judgment,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find 
a corps  of  teachers  characterized,  on  the  whole,  by  a greater 
degree  of  professional  spirit  and  efficiency  than  the  corps  in  Mel- 
rose as  at  present  organized.  This  does  not  mean  that  there 
are  no  weak  spots  in  our  corps.  There  are  such  and  probably 
always  will  be.  It  does  mean,  however,  that  the  general  aver- 
age of  excellence  is  high.  It  may  be  fairly  said,  also,  that  this 
high  average  of  excellence  in  our  corps  is  due  to  a considerable 
degree  to  a well-defined  and  carefully  observed  policy  of  the 
Committee  to  permit  no  influences  to  operate  in  the  choice  of 
teachers  that  will  in  any  way  prevent  the  selection  of  those 
who  are  thought  to  be  the  best  available  candidates  for  the 
positions  to  be  filled.  Adherence  to  this  principle  of  appoint- 
ment has,  at  times,  caused  some  criticism  from  parties  who 
have  felt  that  they  were  entitled  to  special  consideration  be- 
cause they  had  been  trained  in  the  local  schools  and  were  res- 
idents of  the  city.  That  one  has  been  trained  in  our  schools 
and  resides  in  Melrose  are  not  facts  that,  in  themselves,  put 
the  Committee  under  any  obligation  to  give  that  individual^ 
special  consideration  in  the  appointment  of  teachers.  Merit, 
so  far  as  it  can  be  secured  with  the  funds  available,  is  the  prime 
consideration  in  the  selection  of  teachers  in  a public  school 
system,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that,  during  the  entire  period 
of  my  connection  with  the  schools  of  this  city,  successive  Com- 
mittees have  stood  squarely  for  the  enforcement  of  this  prin- 
ciple. So  long  as  this  policy  shall  be  continued,  it  will 
possible  to  secure  good  results  in  our  schools.

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Comment  on  Table  VII. 

The  above  table  shows  a total  expenditure  during  1907  of 
$100,176.90  and  a per  capita  expenditure  of  $33.33.  This  per 
capita  cost  is  $5.20  less  than  the  cost  for  the  State  at  large. 
Inasmuch  as  the  corresponding  table  in  the  report  for  1906 
covers  a period  of  11  months  owing  to  a change  in  the  date  of 
the  beginning  of  the  city’s  financial  year,  direct  comparison  of 
the  above  amounts  with  those  of  the  previous  year  cannot  be 
made,  but  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  our 
schools  for  the  past  year  is  abnormally  large, — a condition 
which  I much  hope  will  not  prevail  during  the  present  year. 

It  is  not  to  be  assumed,  however,  that  this  is  due  to  extrava- 
gance. The  explanation  of  it  lies  in  the  following  facts  chiefly. 

1.  Our  per  capita  cost  for  teaching  for  1907  was  $21.97,  an 

amount  larger  than  for  any  previous  year  since  we  be- 
came a city.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  past 
year  is  the  first  year  during  which  our  higher  salary 
schedule  for  the  grade  teachers  has  been  in  full  force. 
The  benefit  of  this  additional  cost  for  teaching  lies  in 
the  fact  that  it  has  prevented  to  a considerable  degree 
the  loss  of  efficient  teachers  from  our  corps,  as  I have 
previously  shown.  The  exact  monetary  value  of  this 
result  to  the  city  cannot  be  definitely  stated, 
but  I am  confident  that  any  one  who  is  familiar  with 
the  administration  of  the  schools  will  admit  that 
there  is  a positive  value  which  far  exceeds  the  extra 
cost  to  the  taxpa3^ers. 

2.  Another  reason  for  the  larger  relative  expenditure  of  the 

past  year  is  the  appropriation  of  $4,000  extra  for  fuel. 
It  had  been  the  custom  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  fuel  for  the  schools  an 
amount  of  money  sufficient  to  last  from  -lanuary  to 
the  following  January.  This  practice  compelled  the 
School  Committee  to  go  into  the  market  for  the  pur- 
chase of  fuel  in  the  middle  of  the  winter  season  when 
prices  were  highest  and  also  to  put  up  with  the  annoy- 
ance of  having  fuel  put  into  its  buildings  little  by 
little  during  the  season  when  schools  were  in  session.

Not  only  did  this  operate  to  keep  the  buildings  less 
cleanly  than  they  otherwise  might  be  but  it  frequent- 
ly interfered  with  the  successful  working  of  classes. 
It  was  the  desire  of  the  Committee  that  enough 
additional  money  should  be  appropriated  for  this 
item  during  the  past  year  to  enable  a supply  of  fuel 
to  be  purchased  that  should  last  over  until  July,  1908, 
so  that  henceforth  the  regular  annual  appropriation 
might  be  for  the  purchase  of  a supply  for  the  year 
from  July  to  the  following  July.  In  this  way  the  in- 
convenience of  putting  in  fuel  for  the  last  half  of  the 
year  when  schools  were  in  session  might  be  largely 
avoided  and  also  the  supply  might  be  purchased 
when  prices  were  running  relatively  low.  To  carry 
out  this  idea  the  Board  of  Aldermen  appropriated 
$4000  additional  to  the  regular  amount.  Although 
this  made  the  expenditure  for  fuel  for  the  past  year 
much  larger  than  usual,  nevertheless  the  city  will 
ultimately  gain  dollars  and  cents  thereby  and  the 
schools  will  benefit  in  their  administration. 

8.  The  third  item  that  has  contributed  to  increase  the  ex- 
penditure for  the  past  year  is  the  item  of  repairs. 
During  the  seven  years  of  city  existence  prior  to  the 
past  3^ear  our  expenditure  for  repairs  has  averaged 
$3087.24  per  year.  During  1907  we  expended  for 
this  item  $5498.60.  On  the  face  of  it  this  might 
appear  extravagant.  But  one  who  goes  over  the 
items  that  make  up  that  amount  must  concede  that 
the  work  which  was  done  in  this  line  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Schools  House  and  Grounds 
was  done  wisely  with  a view  to  proper  maintenance  of 
the  City’s  property,  even  if  he  could  question  whether 
it  might  not  have  been  better  for  the  appearance  of 
the  budget  for  1907  to  distribute  the  burden  over  two 
years.  It  was  felt,  however,  by  those  who  had  these 
matters  in  charge  that  the  postponement  of  needed 
repairs  would  cost  the  city  more  in  the  end. 

The  question  of  how  much  the  schools  are  costing  is  more 
prominent  in  the  thought  of  many  than  the  question  of  the 
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scope  and  character  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  them. 
As  a result  there  appears  sometimes  a disposition  to  criticise 
adversely  the  expenditure  for  schools  that,  I feel,  would  not 
appear  as  frequently  if  there  were  fuller  and  more  general  ap- 
preciation of  the  value  of  education  as  a civic  asset. 

In  my  annual  report  covering  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1901,  I submitted  statistics  compiled  both  by  the  chief  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  and  by  the  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Education,  also  opinions  from  expert 
judges  of  matters  affecting  property  valuations,  all  tending  to 
demonstrate  that  the  material  prosperity  of  a community  de- 
pends largely  upon  a reasonably  generous  expenditure  for  its 
schools.  In  my  opinion  if  citizens  in  general  fully  sensed  the 
degree  to  which  social  prosperity  depends  upon  an  efficient 
system  of  public  schools,  public  attention  would  be  fixed  more 
upon  the  character  of  the  results  that  the  schools  are  producing 
and  less  upon  efforts  to  curtail  school  expenditure.  One  who  is 
interested  in  this  line  of  thought  may  profitably  read  the  sane 
discussions  of  President  Eliot  of  Harvard  University  in  his 
book  on  ‘‘  More  Money  for  the  Public  Schools.” 

Undoubtedly  more  or  less  of  the  adverse  criticism  which  is 
made  upon  the  cost  of  public  education  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
that  those  who  offer  such  criticism  do  not  in  their  thought  go 
behind  the  gross  expenditure  to  consider  either  the  items  in- 
volved in  the  maintenance  of  a system  of  public  schools  or  the 
paltry  expenditure  per  child.  Note  the  expenditure  for 
schools  for  the  past  year  as  given  in  the  above  table.  Viewed 
in  the  gross  it  may  seem  excessive,  but,  when  one  estimates 
fairly  the  work  accomplished  and  considers  that  it  cost  only 
S33.33  per  child  for  the  financial  year  to  provide  for  teaching, 
supervision,  books  and  supplies,  janitors,  truant  officer,  fuel, 
transportation  of  pupils,  advertising  and  printing,  tuition,  fur- 
niture, repairs,  expressage,  lighting  of  buildings,  telephone 
service,  care  of  school  grounds,  annual  census  of  school  popu- 
lation, etc.,  this  cost  seems  surprisingly  small. 

Again,  criticism  of  the  expenditure  for  our  schools  is  some- 
times made  as  the  result  of  unintelligent  comparisons  between 
the  cost  of  public  education  in  Melrose  and  elsewhere.  One 
can  easily  find  cities  and  towns  whose  expenditure  for  schools  is 
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relatively  less  than  ours;  and  he  can  easily  find  those  whose  ex- 
penditure is  relatively  greater.  Any  fair  comparison,  however, 
must  take  into  consideration  several  things  with  reference  to 
the  places  compared  which  are  frequently  overlooked,  viz.,  the 
educational  standards  of  the  communities,  the  qualifications 
demanded  of  teachers,  prevailing  wages  and  cost  of  living  for 
teachers,  the  scope  of  the  curriculum,  the  proportion  of  male 
teachers  in  the  corps,  the  ratio  of  high  school  attendance  to  the 
total  registration  of  the  schools,  and  the  size  of  school  buildings 
as  affecting  cost  for  care  and  heating.  Comparisons  made 
with  these  facts  in  mind  indicate  that  the  schools  of  Melrose 
are  conducted  upon  a reasonably  economical  basis  as  related 
to  the  cost  of  other  places  working  under  similar  conditions. 

It  is  not  out  of  place,  perhaps,  in  this  connection  to  repeat 
the  following  statement  used  in  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1906,  in  commenting  on  the  financial  side  of  the 
problem  of  public  education  : — “It  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  in- 
terest of  social  well-being  that  tax-payers  universally  may 
come  in  time  to  recognize  that  money  expended  intelligent!}^  in 
the  education  of  children  is  the  best  investment  a community 
can  make  of  its  public  funds  and  that  true  patriotism  will  lead 
one  to  pay  willingly  his  share  of  whatever  tax  may  be  necessary 
to  maintain  properly  the  system  of  public  education  to  which 
the  American  people  is  committed.” 

In  the  same  discussion  I quoted  the  following  statement 
from  Dr.  Ely,  Professor  of  Political  Science  in  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  ; “I  was  educated  largely  at  public  schools,  and 
it  is  doubtful  whether  I should  have  been  able  to  finish  my 
school  education  had  not  the  schools  been  supported  by  taxes  , 
for  where  schools  are  supported  by  fees,  the  fees  must  be  high 
in  order  to  defray  expenses,  if  the  schools  are  of  superior  oual- 
ity. 

My  educational  advantages  have  been  of  pecuniary  value  to 
me,  while  the  })ersonal  satisfac^-ion  whif-h  I derived  from  them 
is  to  me  beyond  price.  I have  become  a taxpayer,  and,  with 
no  children  of  my  own  at  public  schools,  I am  helping  to  educ- 
cate  other  men’s  children.  If  in  the  course  of  my  life  I pay 
in  taxes  for  schools  twenty  times  what  I have  received  from 
taxes  levied  for  my  education,  I shall  neA’ertheless  think  I have 
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been  well  repaid,  and  shall  always  experience  a feeling  of  pro- 
found gratitude  for  those  who  established  the  American  public 
school  system.  While  I individually  gain,  the  community 
also  gains  because  it  receives  back  more  than  it  has  paid  out. 
This  holds  generally  with  regard  to  wise  expenditures  for  edu- 
cational purposes.  The  chief  factor  in  production  is  man,  and 
the  better  he  is  prepared  for  industrial  pursuits  by  suitable 
training  of  head  and  hand,  the  larger  will  be  the  quantity  of 
economic  goods  produced,  and  the  more  rapid  the  accumula- 
tion of  wealth.  A present  burden  may  lessen  future  rates  of 
taxation  by  increasing  the  taxable  basis  of  a state  or  city.’’

The  most  accurate  test  of  the  growth  of  a school  or  a school 
system  is  found,  however,  in  its  average  membership  at  suc- 
cessive periods  of  time.  Referring  to  my  report  for  1898  it 
appears  that  the  average  membership  of  the  school  for  that 
year  was  220.49.  The  average  membership  for  the  past  year 
was  452.02,  a gain  of  105  per  cent  in  9 years.  During  the  same 
period  the  combined  membership  of  the  grades  below  the 
high  school  has  increased  only  10  2-5  per  cent,  and  the 
population  of  the  city  only  17  3-5  per  cent.  This  showing 
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would  seem  to  indicate  that  our  high  school  as  administered 
during  the  past  ten  years  has  met  a recognized  need  of  our 
3mung  people  as  interpreted  by  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  the 
community.

Changes  in  Teachers. — At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June, 
Mary  J.  Bourne  and  Mary  W.  Kingsley  severed  their  connec- 
tion with  the  teaching  staff  of  the  school  and  later  in  the  vaca- 
tion Elizabeth  Biddlecome  tendered  her  resignation.  Miss 
Bourne  and  Miss  Biddlecome  resigned  to  accept  higher  sal- 
aried positions  elsewhere  and  Miss  Kingsley  left  to  go  abroad. 
All  of  these  teachers  had  done  good  work  with  us  and  their  res- 
ignations were  accepted  with  regret.  To  fill  these  vacancies  the 
following  appointments  were  made,  — Horace  Kidger  to  have 
charge  of  the  Department  of  Histor}^,  Gertrude  Gile  to  teach 
History  and  Grammar  and  Susan  R.  Scott  to  teach  English  and 
Arithmetic.  Mr.  Kidger  is  a graduate  of  Dartmouth  College, 
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with  several  years  of  successful  experience  in  high  school  work. 
Miss  Gile  graduated  from  the  Melrose  High  School  and  from 
Radcliffe  College  and  had  had  experience  as  a teacher  in  the 
high  school  at  Keene,  N.  H.  Miss  Scott  graduated  from 
Smith  College  and  had  taught  successfully  in  Hallowell,  Me., 
Whitman,  Mass.,  and  Barrington,  R.  I. 

In  December,  1906,  Sara  Fisher,  teacher  of  Stenography 
.and  Typewriting,  resigned  to  accept  a position  in  the 
Winthrop  (Mass.)  High  school  and  Adrienne  V.  DeMers  was 
appointed  a substitute  for  the  balance  of  the  school  year.  In 
June  Mrs.  DeMers  left  us  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Mary  A.  Cutter,  who  had  studied  at  Leland 
Stanford  Junior  University  and  had  had  successful  experience 
as  Head  of  the  Commercial  Department  in  the  Lompoc  (Cal) 
High  School. 

To  meet  the  need  for  an  additional  instructor  for  the  school 
year  beginning  with  September,  Edith  S.  Blake,  a graduate  of 
Bates  College,  who  had  served  us  with  a great  deal  of  satisfac- 
tion for  several  years  as  a teacher  of  grade  IX  in  the  Lincoln 
school,  was  transferred  to  this  school. 

It  is  a source  of  present  gratification  and  of  hope  for  the 
future  that  at  no  time  during  the  period  of  my  service  in  the 
city  has  the  teaching  staff  of  this  school  been  characterized  by 
a stronger  professional  spirit  and  a higher  average  of  teaching 
power  than  at  present. 

Literary  and  Musical  Interests. — In  addition  to  the  work 
that  the  school  is  doing  in  the  way  of  direct  instruction  in  the 
scheduled  studies  of  the  curriculum,  considerable  encourage- 
ment to  growth  in  literary  and  musical  lines  is  being  given 
through  the  publication  by  the  pupils  of  a well-edited  school 
paper  and  by  the  following  voluntary  student  organizations, 
which  are  fostered  by  the  teachers,  — an  orchestra  ; two  glee 
clubs,  one  of  boys  and  the  other  of  girls  ; a boys’  debating  club 
and  a literary  and  debating  club,  composed  of  girls. 

While  I am  gratified  for  what  is  being  done  through  the  de- 
bating and  literary  clubs  to  develop  in  our  young  people  in- 
creased power  of  effective  public  utterance,  I am  satisfied  that 
we  ought  to  do  more  in  this  line  than  we  are  now  doing.  At 
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present  all  that  we  accomplish  in  this  direction  is  incidental* 
I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Committee  should  take  under  con- 
sideration the  possibility  of  establishing  a course  in  public 
speaking  as  a definite  part  of  the  work  of  the  school. 

Vocational  Talks. — Since  the  opening  of  the  present  school 
year,  the  Principal  has  arranged  a series  of  vocational  talks  to 
be  given  before  the  pupils  of  the  school.  The  object  of  this 
movement  is  to  make  the  school  more  helpful  to  pupils  in  a 
practical  way,  if  possible,  by  pointing  out  to  them  the  oppor- 
tunities and  the  requirements  for  success  in  the  different  lines 
of  professional,  industrial  and  commercial  activity. 

During  the  period  of  high  school  life,  young  people  are,  or 
should  be,  thinking  more  or  less  about  their  life  work,  and  it  is 
felt  that  talks  of  the  nature  indicated  by  successful  men  in  the 
different  fields  of  activity  may  be  distinctly  helpful  to  the 
pupils,  (1)  in  leading  them  to  realize  the  importance  of  choos- 
ing a vocation  with  care,  (2)  in  putting  them  in  to  possession  of 
data  which  will  enable  them  to  make  an  intelligent  choice,  and 
(3)  in  stimulating  them  to  make  the  most  of  present  opportu- 
nities in  order  that  they  may  be  as  successful  as  possible  in 
their  future  calling.  In  carrying  out  the  plan  thus  far  talks 
have  been  given  by  the  Hon.  George  R.  Jones  on  the  law,  by 
Rev.  Dr.  F.  H.  Knight  on  the  ministry,  and  by  Charles  M* 
Cox  of  Melrose  Highlands  on  the  opportunities  and  require- 
ments for  success  in  business. 

Athletics. — Although  physical  training  is  not  given  as  a part 
of  the  work  of  the  school,  base-ball,  foot-ball,  hockey  and  bas- 
ket-ball teams  are  maintained  by  the  pupils,  and  a general 
athletic  meet  is  held  annually  under  the  auspices  of  the  school. 
Organized  sports  are  a valuable  feature  in  school  life  if  properly 
carried  on.  On  the  whole  the  conduct  of  the  sports  in  connec- 
tion with  our  school  has  been  commendable.  Nevertheless  it 
is  desirable,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  Committee  should  assume 
official  control  of  the  athletic  interests  not  only  of  this  school 
but  also  of  the  grammar  schools  to  the  end  that  these  valuable 
interests  in  the  training  of  young  people  may  be  further 
advanced. 
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As  the  athletics  in  our  schools  are  conducted  at  present  the 
student  body  as  a whole  is  not  benefitted  to  any*  great  degree. 
The  activity  called  forth  is  confined  principally  to  the  few  who 
make  up  the  teams,  a small  per  cent,  of  the  boys  in  the  school. 
In  my  judgment  athletics  should  be  managed  in  a manner  to 
enlist  as  many  pupils  as  possible,  not  simply  with  a view  to  de- 
velop a team  that  shall  win  the  championship  from  other 
schools.  It  would  help  towards  the  desired  end  if  there  were 
fewer  contests  with  other  schools  and  more  within  the  member- 
ship of  the  school  itself.  The  adoption  of  such  a policy  would 
not  only  enlist  a larger  number  of  pupils  in  the  sports  but  also 
‘ minimize  certain  demoralizing  effects  that  result  from  athletic 
contests  which  compel  young  people  to  travel  at  a distance 
from  home.  Therefore,  I suggest  that  the  Committee  take 
the  athletic  activities  of  our  schools  under  consideration  with  a 
view  to  the  development  of  some  policy  that  shall  render 
these  activities  more  beneficial  to  the  majority  of  the  pupils. 

Secret  School  Organizations. — During  the  past  few  years 
an  element  has  come  into  the  life  of  the  school  that  has  serious- 
ly threatened  its  best  interests.  I refer  to  the  introduction 
and  expansion  of  the  fraternities  and  sororities.  During  1907 
the  attention  of  the  Committee  became  directed  tov/ard  these 
organizations,  and,  as  the  result  of  an  exhaustive  investigation 
as  to  their  effect  upon  the  school  and  of  wide  inquiry  regarding 
the  effects  from  similar  organizations  in  other  high  schools 
where  they  existed,  it  appeared  best  to  take  action  looking 
towards  their  elimination  from  the  school.  Recognizing  that 
the  members  of  the  existing  fraternities  and  sororities  were 
innocent  of  any  intention  to  injure  the  best  interests  of  the 
school  b}^  joining  these  organizations  and  that  it  would  be  a 
serious  disappointment  for  them  to  be  compelled  to  withdraw 
their  membership  at  once,  the  Committee  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  : 

1.  ‘‘  That  secret,  or  limited,  school  fraternities  and  sorori- 
ties are  judged  to  be  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools.” 

2.  “ That  no  meeting  or  ceremony  of  such  society  shall  be 
permitted  on  any  school  premises.”

3.  ‘‘  That  no  initiations  to  such  fraternities  or  sororities 
shall  be  permitted  among  the  pupils  of  the  Melrose  High 
school.” 

4.  ‘‘  That  pupils  who,  in  opposition  to  the  expressed  wishes 
and  action  of  the  school  authorities,  become  parties  to  such 
initiations  shall  be  denied  office  in  any  class  of  the  Melrose 
High  school,  and  shall  be  deprived  of  participation  in  any 
athletic,  literary,  musical  or  other  school  organization,  or  in 
any  other  privilege  of  the  Melrose  High  school  except  that  of 
attending  classes.” 

5.  “ That  these  resolutions  shall  take  effect  at  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  fall  term  of  1907,  and  that  principals  and  teachers* 
be  directed  to  report  to  the  school  authorities  any  violation  or 
neglect  of  these  rules.” 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  action  did  not  prevent 
pupils  who  had  previously  joined  any  of  the  secret  societies  in 
the  school  from  continuing  such  membership.  It  requires, 
however,  that  they  shall  not  assist  in  any  way  in  adding  new 
members  to  such  societies. 

It  was  not  the  purpose  of  the  committee  to  restrict  pupils 
in  the  enjoyment  of  such  school  activities  as  may  exist  without 
detriment  to  public  school  interests  ; but  it  w^as  felt  that  in- 
fluences which  hinder  the  greatest  possible  benefit  from  public 
school  privileges  should  be  removed,  so  far  as  they  come  to  the 
attention  of  those  who  are  intrusted  with  the  administration  of 
the  schools.  Inasmuch,  therefore,  as  it  was  evident  that  the 
existence  of  secret  societies  in  our  high  school  affected  uninjur- 
iously  the  accomplishment  of  the  work  for  which  the  school  is 
maintained,  the  Committee  was  simply  performing  its  plain 
duty  in  taking  the  above  action. 

At  the  opening  of  the  term  in  September,  a circular  letter 
was  sent  all  parents  having  children  in  the  school,  notifying 
them  of  the  decision  of  the  Committee  and  inviting  their  co- 
operation in  making  clear  to  their  children  the  undesirableness 
of  such  organizations  in  public  schools.  So  far  as  has  been 
observed  the  public  in  general  has  approved  the  above  action  ; 
and  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  there  has  appeared  a gratifying 
willingness  to  accept  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  in  the 
matter. 
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With  the  gradual  disappearance  of  the  influence  of  these 
organizations  a distinct  improvement  is  noticable  in  the 
general  school  spirit,  which  is  one  of  the  most  hopeful  signs 
for  the  future  prosperity  of  the  school. 

Domestic  Science. — In  the  annual  report  for  1905  I ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  time  would  come  when  it  would  be 
possible  to  provide,  either  in  the  latter  part  of  the  grammar 
grades  or  in  the  high  school,  a systematic  course  of  instruction 
in  the  science  of  household  economy  and  home-making  for 
girls.  In  my  judgment  no  more  practical  work  could  be  done 
for  girls  in  our  public  schools  than  along  this  line.  With  the 
enlargement  of  the  high  school  building  rooms  will  be  available 
for  equipment  for  such  work  and  I trust  that  the  Committee 
may  take  under  consideration  the  possibility  of  an  expansion 
of  the  curriculum  in  this  direction. 


MATTERS  IN  GENERAL. 

I.  Professional  Growth  of  Teachers. — However  well 
equipped  a teacher  may  be  when  he  enters  upon  his  career,  it 
is  necessary  that  he  should  continue  to  grow  professionally  if 
he  is  to  maintain  his  efficiency;  and  one  of  the  important  duties 
of  a Superintendent  of  Schools  is  to  aid  such  growth  in  the  corps 
of  teachers  with  which  he  is  connected.  The  following  state- 
ments indicate  what  is  being  attempted  in  this  direction  in 
Melrose. 

I.  It  is  planned  to  hold  monthly  general  meetings  which 
teachers  of  all  grades  are  expected  to  attend.  The  ad- 
dresses given  at  these  meetings  deal  with  educational 
topics  of  interest  and  value  to  all  classes  of  teachers. 
At  meetings  held  since  the  opening  of  the  present  school 
year,  addresses  have  been  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  on  ‘‘  Teaching  and  Teachers 
for  the  Times,”  by  A.  E.  Winship,  Editor  of  the  Journal 
of  Education,  on  The  Making  of  a Manly  Boy,”  by 
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W.  D.  Parkinson,  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Wal- 
tham, Mass.,  on  “ Teachers’  Relationships,”  and  by 
myself  on  Waste  in  Education.” 

2.  A second  means  of  aiding  professional  growth  in  our 
teachers  is  the  organization  of  classes  for  professional 
study  along  special  lines.  During  the  school  year  end- 
ing with  June,  1907,  two  such  classes  were  formed, — 
one  in  the  History  of  Education  in  charge  of  Eva  R. 
Crane,  principal  of  the  Washington  school,  the  other 
conducted  by  myself  on  the  Principles  of  Pedagogy. 
In  addition  to  the  41  per  cent,  of  the  corps  who  are  en- 
rolled in  these  classes,  several  teachers  were  studying 
at  the  Teachers’  School  of  Science  in  Boston  and  at 
other  institutions. 

During  the  present  school  year  Mr.  Orren  H.  Smith, 
Head  of  the  English  Department  in  the  High  School,  is 
conducting  a class  in  English  for  the  teachers  and  I am 
conducting  one  in  the  History  of  Education.  Fifty-six 
per  cent,  of  the  teachers  are  at  present  enrolled  in  one 
or  the  other  of  these  classes. 

Both  Miss  Crane  and  Mr.  Smith  have  undertaken  this 
work  at  my  request  without  any  other  remuneration 
than  the  consciousness  of  service  to  their  fellow  teachers. 

Besides  the  teachers  who  are  working  in  these  classes 
there  are  others  who  are  now  taking  courses  at  Harvard, 
Boston  University,  the  Teachers’  School  of  Science,  and 
with  private  instructors  in  drawing,  music,  etc. 

These  conditions  are  particularly  gratifying  because 
they  indicate  that  a large  percentage  of  our  teachers  are 
keenly  alive  to  the  importance  of  the  work  in  which  they 
are  engaged  and  to  the  necessity  of  continued  growth 
professionally. 

Doubtless  the  merit  salary  schedule  for  grade  teachers 
which  the  Committee  adopted  about  two  3mars  ago 
has  had  more  or  less  influence  in  stimulating  the 
teachers  to  extra  effort  in  this  line. 

The  main  features  of  this  schedule  are  as  follows  : 

I.  In  grades  1 to  6 inclusive  the  minimum  yearU  sal- 
ary is  fixed  at  S400,  and  the  regular  maximum  at  $550. 
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In  addition  to  this  general  maximum,  which  is  attainable 
for  length  of  service,  there  is  a special  merit  maximum 
of  $650  open  to  all  teachers  who  have  received  a salary 
of  $550  for  two  years  provided  (a)  that  they  have  satis- 
factorily completed  a line  of  professional  study  ap- 
proved by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  (b)  that 
they  are  unanimously  indorsed  by  the  Principal  under 
whom  they  may  serve,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools^ 
and  the  Committee  on  Teachers. 

II.  In  grades  VII  and  VIII  the  minimum  salary  is 
$400  per  year,  the  maximum  attainable  by  all  for  length 
of  service  is  $600,  and  there  is  a special  merit  maximum 
of  $700  attainable  under  the  principle  set  for  grades  I to 
VI. 

III.  In  grade  IX  the  minimum  salary  is  $400  per 
year,  the  maximum  attainable  by  all  for  length  of  ser- 
vice is  $650,  and  there  is  a special  merit  maximum  of 
$750  attainable  under  the  principle  set  for  previous 
grades. 

IV.  The  regular  annual  increase  in  all  grades  is  $50. 

The  basal  principle  of  the  above  plan  is  the  idea  of 

making  promotion  to  the  highest  salary  depend  in  part, 
at  least,  upon  progressive  scholarship.  The  merit  of 
this  idea  has  been  sufficiently  established  in  connection 
with  our  grade  salaries  to  warrant  extending  its  use,  in 
my  judgment,  to  the  regulation  of  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers  in  our  high  school. 

Speaking  of  the  necessity  of  professional  growth  on 
the  part  of  teachers  and  in  defence  of  the  idea  of  making 
salary  dependent  in  part  upon  evidence  of  progressive 
scholarship  supplied  by  promotional  tests.  Superinten- 
dent Cooley  of  Chicago  says  : ‘‘Older  heads  are  not 
always  better  teachers,  and  length  of  service  often 
means  a decrease  in  efficiency.  The  teacher  in  a good 
school  maintains  her  efficiency  for  four  or  five  years 
without  study,  perhaps,  but  before  the  end  of  the  first 
decade  her  decline  begins.  She  can  not  remain  efficient 
unless  she  is  a studenf.” 

In  addition  to  the  effort  put  forth  through  general  meet- 
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ings  and  in  organized  class  work  as  indicated  above,  I 
have  endeavored,  through  regular  conferences  with  the 
principals,  through  special  meetings  with  teachers  of 
different  grades,  and  through  conferences  with  individ- 
ual teachers  and  with  supervisors  of  special  subjects, 
not  only  to  promote  the  better  working  of  the  adminis- 
trative features  of  the  system  but  also  to  develop]  a 
keener  professional  spirit  in  the  corps. 

Additional  School  Accommodations — For  the  past  three 
years  there  has  been  pressing  need  for  additional  school  rooms 
and  the  Committee  has  repeatedly  called  attention  to  this 
need.  In  the  annual  report  for  1906,  I expressed  the  convic- 
tion that,  although  two  different  propositions  to  secure  the 
needed  relief  had  been  defeated  in  a referendum  vote  by  the 
citizens,  these  adverse  expressions  were  due  primarily  to  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  people  to  understand  the  situation  fairly. 
During  the  past  year,  the  Committee  renewed  the  proposition 
to  enlarge  the  present  high  school  building.  When  it  became 
certain  that  the  proposition  must  again  go  to  a referendum 
vote,  action  was  taken  by  direction  of  the  Committee  to  in- 
form the  citizens  thoroughly  regarding  the  matter  and,  as  a 
result,  it  was  determined  by  a decisive  vote  to  expend  $75,000 
to  make  the  proposed  enlargement. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  with  a view  to  economy  as  well  as 
efficiency  in  administration  of  the  schools,  the  above  decision 
was  thoroughly  wise. 

The  plan  of  enlargement  contemplates  the  addition  of  two 
wings  to  the  present  structure  extending  to  the  eastward  and 
will  provide  sufficient  additional  rooms  to  accommodate  both 
the  high  school  and  the  ninth  grades  for  approximately  ten 
years,  it  is  thought. 

Special  Rooms  for  Defective  and  Incorrigible  Children. — I am 

convinced  that  one  great  source  of  waste  in  the  administration 
of  schools  is  the  presence  in  the  regular  classes  of  pupils  who 
are  not  amenable  to  the  ordinary  discipline  of  the  schools  and 
of  those  who  are  mentally  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  regular 
class  work.  Both  classes  of  pupils  are  to  be  found  in  every

school  system  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  schools  as  a whole, 
such  pupils  ought  to  be  segregated  in  special  rooms  under  the 
charge  of  teachers  who  are  peculiarly  qualified  to  direct  and 
assist  them  and  where,  therefore,  they  may  receive  that  train- 
ing which  they  need  to  promote  their  best  development. 

As  the  result  of  an  investigation  as  to  the  number  of  pupils 
of  these  two  classes  who  are  now  in  our  schools,  I am  led  to 
suggest  that  the  Committee  consider  the  necessity  and  advisa- 
bility of  action  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  schools  in  this  direction. 

In  a lengthy  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of 
St.  Louis,  Nov.  12,  1907,  upon  the  subject  of  special  schools  for 
defectives,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  says  : — “ The  pres- 
ent practice  by  which  children  of  this  class  are  sent  to  the  or- 
dinary school  where  they  are  placed  in  crowded  rooms  not 
adapted  in  any  way  to  their  needs  is  an  unbearable  wrong  both 
towards  the  afflicted  children  and  towards  the  others.  The 
presence  of  one  such  child  in  a room  is,  in  a measure,  a draw- 
back to  every  other  child  whose  progress  is  impeded  by  the 
necessary  sacrifice  of  time  and  patience  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher.  For  the  defective  child  himself,  there  is  no  chance  of 
proper  progress  commensurate  with  its  feeble  powers,  in  com- 
petition with  50  or  60  normal  children.  Nature  puts  the  de- 
fective child  in  a class  by  himself  and  education  should  take 
Nature’s  hint.  The  establishment  of  special  schools  is  dic- 
tated by  every  humane  and  educational  consideration.” 

If  it  shall  seem  wise  to  the  Committee  to  consider  this  subject 
further,  I shall  be  pleased  at  the  proper  time  to  submit  a fuller 
discussion  of  the  necessity  of  special  rooms  for  the  purpose  in- 
dicated and  also  of  the  method  of  their  administration. 

Vacation  Schools.  The  Chairman  of  the  Educational  Com- 
mittee of  the  Melrose  Woman’s  Club  has  kindly  placed  in  my 
hands  the  following  statement  regarding  the  work  of  the  vaca- 
. tion  schools  which  the  club  maintained  during  the  past  sum- 
mer. 


Melrose  Highlands,  March  7,  1908. 
Mr.  F.  H.  Nickerson,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  response  to  your  request  for  an  outline  of 
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the  work  clone  in  the  vacation  school  last  summer  I submit 
the  following. 

The  school  opened  Juty  8th  and  closed  August  16th.  About 
three  hundred  pupils  registered.  The  attendance  fluctuated 
the  first  week  as  it  always  does.  Later  the  attendance  was 
quite  regular.  The  departments  this  year  were  school  gar- 
dens, dressmaking,  cooking,  chairseating,  basketry  and 
kindergarten  work.  School  gardens  and  dressmaking  were 
our  new  and  important  features,  both  proving  very  successful. 
There  were  three  classes  a week  in  dressmaking,  with  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  twenty-one  a day. 

The  school  gardens  were  a source  of  pleasure  and  profit  to 
about  seventy  boys.  Some  of  the  more  successful  ones  ex- 
hibited their  produce  at  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Ex- 
hibit and  were  awarded  third  prize. 

The  department  that  is  of  untold  help  and  benefit  to  the 
boys  and  girls  (though  more  especially  to  the  boys)  is  the 
chairseating.  Last  spring,  while  purchasing  some  things  for 
the  vacation  school,  I came  across  a small  boy  seating  a chair 
and  made  the  remark  that  he  had  done  it  very  well.  I asked 
him  where  he  had  learned  to  do  it.  His  reply  was  “ In  the 
vacation  school  last  summer.  I have  made  about  thirty 
dollars  seating  chairs  since  last  summer.”  This  may  have 
been  a little  exaggeration  on  his  part  but  I tell  the  tale  as  it 
was  told  to  me.  Anyway  it  went  to  show  that  the  vacation 
school  had  helped  one  boy  very  materially  and  perhaps  laid  a 
possible  foundation  for  future  business. 

The  vacation  school  has  come  to  stay  and  I hope  to  see  it 
more  closely  identified  with  the  public  schools.

In  my  report  for  1906  I expressed  the  hope  that  this  line  of 
educational  activity  which  has  been  maintained  for  several , 
summers  at  the  expense  of  the  Club  might  become  more  closely 
identified  with  the  public  school  system.  Time  and  additional 
observation  have  strengthened  my  conviction  that  the  Com- 
mittee would  act  wisely  in  asking  for  . an  appropriation  suf- 
ficient to  maintain  a school  of  the  proper  nature  at  public  ex- 
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pense  during  five  or  six  weeks  of  the  long  summer  vacation. 
This  is  not  the  time  to  argue  the  proposition  in  detail,  but  it 
seems  wise  to  indicate  one  or  two  ways  in  which  such  a 
school  may  be  valuable. 

Careful  investigation  reveals  the  fact  that  a large  fraction  of 
the  pupils  who  attend  our  schools  remain  in  the  city  during  the 
whole  or  the  greater  part  of  the  summer  vacation.  It  would 
be  vastly  better,  morally,  physically,  and  intellectually,!  be- 
lieve, for  such  boys  and  girls  to  have  an  opportunity  for  a por- 
tion of  their  time  during  this  period  to  participate  in  organized 
educational  work,  than  it  is  to  pass  their  days  in  idle  amuse- 
ment much  of  which  is  secured  from  the  unsupervised  associa- 
tions of  the  street. 

In  my  judgment,  schools  for  this  purpose  may  well  add  to 
the  manual  work,  which  is  ordinarily  the  major  part  of  their 
programs,  more  or  less  instruction  in  the  regular  lines  of  school 
work.  Every  year  more  or  less  pupils,  on  account  of  sickness, 
neglect  of  duty,  or  lack  of  ability,  fail  to  secure  promotion  at 
the  regular  time.  Some  of  these  at  considerable  expense  for 
private  tutors  fit  themselves  during  the  summer  vacation  to  go 
on  with  their  classes  in  September.  Others  who  would  be  glad 
to  do  this  are  prevented  by  the  inability  of  their  parents  to 
stand  the  expense  for  private  teachers.  A school  such  as  I 
have  indicated  maintained  during  the  summer  at  public  ex- 
pense would  provide  opportunity  for  all  such  pupils  to  make 
up  their  deficiencies  and  thereby  prevent  them  from  losing  a 
year’s  time  in  repeating  their  work  in  grade. 

Again,  there  are  more  or  less  pupils  in  any  community  whose 
home  conditions  are  such  that  they  must  .leave  school  and  be- 
come wage  earners  as  early  as  the  law  will  permit.  A properly 
organized  vacation  school  would  afford  opportunity  for  such 
pupils  to  advance  in  their  studies  further  than  they  otherwise 
could  in  the  time  that  it  is  possible  for  them  to  remain  in 
school. 

Without  further  discussion  at  the  present  time,  I trust  that 
it  may  seem  l)est  to  the  Committee  to  take  under  considera- 
tion the  advisability  of  establishing  a vacation  schcol  as  part 
of  the  school  system  of  the  city.  To  my  mind  it  does  not  seem 
good  public  policy  to  permit  a costly  educational  plant  to  lie 
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idle  so  long  as  we  do  in  summer  when  it  might  be  employed  in 
valuable  and  needed  educational  work. 

Changes  in  the  School  Committee. — More  than  the  usual  num- 
ber of  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  Committee.  Mrs.  Mary  P.  Holden,  one  of  the  most 
useful  and  earnest  workers  upon  the  board,  passed  away  on 
the  22nd  of  April,  1907,  after  a lingering  illness. 

Mrs.  Holden  had  an  intelligent  conception  of  the  needs  of 
the  schools  and  gave  freely  of  her  time  and  energy  to  the  work. 
Her  loss  has  been  keenly  felt  by  her  associates. 

At  a joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  School 
Committee,  George  E.  Cornwall  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mrs.  Holden’s  death  for  the  balance  of  that  year. 

William  D.  Stewart  and  Charles  A.  Castle,  whose  terms  ex- 
pired with  January,  1908,  declined  to  be  candidates  for  re- 
election  ; and  Eben  F.  Philips  and  George  E.  Cornwall  were 
elected  to  those  vacancies. 

Frank  L.  Welt  of  Malvern  street  was  elected  to  fill  the  un- 
expired year  of  Mrs.  Holden’s  term. 

Mr.  Stewart  had  served  Melrose  for  fifteen  years  as  member 
of  its  School  Committee,  during  nine  3'’ears  of  which  he  had 
been  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Not  onl^^  had  his  service  been 
long,  but  his  deep  interest  in  the  schools  and  his  comprehensive 
grasp  of  all  that  made  for  their  welfare  rendered  that  service 
of  rare  value.  In  recording  my  personal  regret  that  he  has 
felt  compelled  to  retire  from  the  work  which  he  loved  so  much 
and  for  which  he  was  so  well  fitted,  I feel  certain  that  I express 
the  sentiment  of  all  who  have  been  his  fellow  workers  on  the 
Committee. 

In  recognition  of  his  service,  the  Committee  adopted  the 
following  resolutions,  an  engrossed  copy  of  which  was  sent  ta 
Mr.  Stewart  : 

Whereas, — William  D.  Stewart  has  chosen  to  retire  from 
the  School  Committee  of  Melrose  after  a service  of  fifteen 
years,  during  the  last  nine  of  which  he  has  been  its  Chair- 
man, 

Resolved, — That  Melrose  is  deeply  indebted  for  the  sac- 
rifice of  time  and  energy  that  he  has  made  during  thi& 
long  period  of  public  service  and  for  the  earnestness  and 
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wisdom  with  which  he  has  labored  to  raise  the  standard 
of  public  education  in  the  community, 

Resolved,  further , — That  his  associates  on  the  Committee 
deeply  regret  his  withdrawal  from  the  work,  not  only  be- 
cause they  regard  it  as  a distinct  loss  to  the  public  school 
interests  of  the  City,  but  also  because  it  removes  from 
the  Board  one  who  has  the  personal  regard  of  the  members 
to  an  unusual  degree. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  report,  I desire  to  express  my  obligation  to 
the  members  of  the  Committee  individually  and  collectively 
Tor  their  courtesy  and  support,  and  my  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  efficient  services  of  teachers,  supervisors,  and  all 
others  connected  with  the  department.  I am  not  unmindful 
also  of  the  fact  that  no  small  part  of  whatever  success  has  at- 
tended the  administration  of  the  schools  during  the  year  is  due 
to  a citizenship  that,  as  a whole,  is  thoroughly  loyal  to  its 
schools.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


January  1,  1908. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Mel- 
rose, Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  board  of  health  respectfully  submits  herewith  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

Membership  and  Organization. 

The  membership  and  organization  has  been  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year,  viz.,  Clarence  P.  Holden,  M.  D.,  chairman  ; 
Edmund  L.  Grundy  and  Arthur  A.  Hayden,  Esq.,  members  of 
the  board.  Miss  Grace  A.  Colby,  clerk  ; John  T.  Barker,  in- 
spector of  plumbing  and  sanitary  inspector  ; Dr.  F.  P.  Sturges, 
V.  S.,  inspector  of  animals  and  food  products  ; W.  S.  Briry, 
Ph.,  G.,  inspector  of  milk  and  vinegar  ; Dr.  M.  J.  Dalton  and 
Dr.  R.  R.  Stratton,  medical  inspectors  of  schools. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  have  l^ieen  held  Tuesday  even- 
ings as  heretofore,  and  special  meetings  when  neccessary. 

Contagious  Disease. 

There  has  been  a large  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  during 
the  year,  viz.,  fifty  cases  with  three  deaths.  This  number  has 
been  exceeded  but  twice  in  seventeen  years,  with  fifty  two 
cases  in  each  of  the  years,  1891  and  1901.  Scarlet  fever  has 
given  us  the  largest  number  of  cases  since  1890,  viz.,  eighty 
cases. 

Fortunately  these  have  been  of  a mild  type  with  only  one 
death  but  unfortunately  from  the  fact  that  with  mild  and  un- 
recognized cases  any  effective  control  is  difficult.  There  have 
]:)een  four  distinct  outbreaks  or  groups  of  cases  which  are 
worthy  of  attention.  In  May  a number  of  reported  cases  were 
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pupils  of  Grade  8,  Livermore  School.  Upon  inspection  by 
school  physician  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  found  in  the 
desquamating  stage.  These  pupils  were  excluded  and  after 
a brief  time  no  more  cases  were  reported  amongst  the  pupils 
of  this  school. 

A little  later  a number  of  reported  cases  were  found  to  have 
their  milk  from  the  same  dealer  and  upon  investigation  it  was 
found  that  one  of  the  men  had  been  ill  two  weeks  previous  with 
a Quinsy  sore  throat.”  Upon  examination  it  was  evident 
that  this  was  a case  of  scarlet  fever  and  he  was  removed  from 
handling  the  milk  and  taking  care  of  the  cows.  During  the 
next  twelve  days  eight  cases  were  reported.  One  was  in  a 
new  section  of  the  city.  Three  were  in  families  where  there 
were  one  of  more  cases  and  four  were  in  families  supplied  by 
this  dealer.  After  this  time  there  was  but  one  further  case 
among  this  man’s  customers. 

During  the  later  part  of  July  and  the  first  of  August  all  the 
reported  cases  had  milk  from  the  same  dealer.  From  July  19, 
to  Sept,  oth,  eighteen  cases  were  reported.  Of  these,  five 
were  in  an  Italian  family  keeping  a cow  and  the  other  thirteen 
cases  all  had  milk  from  the  same  dealer.  Upon  investigation 
two  suspicious  cases  were  found  in  the  family  of  a dairy  man 
in  North  Reading  and  his  milk  was  excluded,  after  which  but 
one  more  case  was  reported. 

Beginning  in  October  again  an  outbreak  occurred  in  the 
Highlands  and  at  the  same  time  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  and 
again  cases  were  found  in  the  schools.  The  origin  was  no 
, doubt  unrecognized  cases,  probably  so  mild  as  not  to  have 
called  for  a physician’s  services.  There  was  much  criticism 
of  the  school  and  health  boards  because  infested  schools  were 
not  closed  and  many  pupils  were  removed  temporarily  as  they 
were  from  the  Livermore  school  in  May,  yet  in  both  cases  the 
outbreaks  were  promptly  suppressed  while  the  schools  re- 
mained in  session. 

The  utmost  vigilance  of  this  office  has  been  constantly  en- 
gaged and  yet  there  has  been  the  largest  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  taken  together  of  any  year  since 
records  have  been  kept  in  1890.  What  is  the  cause  ? It  is 
the  judgment  of  the  board  that  the  trouble  comes  largely  from 
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the  mild  and  unrecognized  cases  and  from  failure  of  prompt 
isolation  in  the  beginning  of  suspicious  cases.  In  other  words 
it  is  the  infected  patient  that  is  the  greatest  menace. 

When  we  consider  that  four  cases  of  diphtheria  and  nine 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  known  to  have  been  found  and  recog- 
nized in  actual  attendance  in  the  schools,  by  the  school  physi- 
cians, the  value  of  their  work  needs  no  defence. 

Consumption. 

Consumption  has  given  us  as  heretofore  the  largest  number 
of  deaths.  More  cases  have  been  reported  than  in  any  year 
previous.  The  board  has  as  far  as  possible  investigated  fam- 
ilies where  deaths  have  occurred  in  previous  years  for  the  pur- 
pose of  finding  secondary  cases.  All  cases  of  consumption  now 
requiring  aid  receive  it  from  the  health  department  instead 
of  through  the  charity  department  as  heretofore.  The  board 
is  now  maintaining  one  patient  at  the  Rutland  Sanatorium  and 
one  at  the  Massachusetts  State  hospital. 

Insolation  Hospital. 

The  isolation  hospital  was  open  136  da3'S  until  June  1st,  car- 
ing for  seventeen  (17)  cases  of  contagious  diseases  at  a cost  of 
$820.73.  The  average  cost  per  day  per  patient  was  $2.37. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  Malden  Contagious  Hospital  the  board 
ha«  sent  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  to  that  institution 
at  the  rate  of  $15  per  week  per  patient.  The  board  has  given

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

Medical  inspection  of  schools  was  carried  on  along  the  same 
lines  as  during  the  previous  year  and  was  found  to  be  of  much 
value  in  limiting  the  spread  of  contagious  disease.  The  follow^-

New  Sewers. 

During  the  year  a sewer  was  constructed  on  East  Foster 
street  from  Larrabee  street,  east,  thereby  accommodating  a 
large  number  of  residents  of  that  street.  The  board  recom- 
mends that  sewers  be  constructed  in  that  part  of  Union  street, 
w’hich  is  not  yet  sewered,  also  in  Reading  Hill  avenue. 


Bakeries. 

The  inspection  of  bakeries  in  Melrose  as  required  by  the 
State  laws  has  been  made  as  usual  and  the  bakeries  were  found 
in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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Milk. 

The  board  made  inspections  during  the  year  af  all  dairies 
in  Melrose  and  nearby  towns  which  send  milk  to  Melrose. 
Conditions  were  found  better  than  during  the  previous  year, 
although  in  one  case  it  was  not  deemed  best  from  lack  of  clean- 
liness to  permit  the  milk  to  be  sold  in  Melrose.  In  another 
case,  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  found  and  the  milk  ex- 
cluded as  detailed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  health  that  greater  care 
• should  be  taken  by  householders  in  cleaning  milk  bottles  and 
returning  them  to  the  dealer.  The  utmost  cleanliness  at  every 
point  in  the  production,  handling  and  storage  of  milk  is  essen- 
tial.

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THIRTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

Trustees  of  the  Melrose  Public  Library 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1907 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Eugene  H.  Moore,  and  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees  of  the  Melrose  Public  Library 
present  their  report  for  the  year  1907. 

As  customary  in  previous  years,  the  library  has  been  open 
seven  hours  daily,  with  the  exception  of  Sundays,  legal  holidays 
and  a half  day  each  week  during  the  summer  vacation  of  the 
schools.  The  question  of  Sunday  opening  has  been  suggested, 
but  with  the  additional  expense  for  heating,  lighting  and  at- 
tendance which  would  be  required  for  such  an  extension  of 
privileges,  it  seems  impracticable  with  the  present  appropria- 
tion for  library  work.  If  the  Board  of  Aldermen  will  vote  for 
this  movement,  and  will  appropriate  the  necessary  funds,  the 
library  will  be  opened  on  Sundays,  under  restrictions  custom- 
ary in  other  libraries. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  trustees  have  been  held  for  the  con- 
sideration and  discussion  of  library  affairs  at  which  attendance 
has  been  prompt  and  regular. 

During  the  year  807  books  have  been  added  by  purchase,  56 
donated,  and  48  volumes  of  magazines  bound,  making  the 
total  number  of  additions  911.  This  represents  a selection  of 
490  books  classed  as  non-fiction  ; the  remaining  373  have  been 
placed  in  the  fiction  and  juvenile  department.  In  the  former 
class  many  books  of  value  and  permanent  worth  have  been 
purchased  ; in  the  latter  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  trustees  to 
to  keep  from  the  shelves  the  numerous  varieties  of  objection- 
able fiction  with  which  the  publishing  world  is  flooded,  placing 
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there  as  far  as  possible  works  which  are  unobjectionable  in  tone 
and  which  conform  to  a moderate  standard  of  worth.  It  is  an 
increasingly  difficult  task. 

The  present  number  of  books  in  the  library  is  17,673.  Dur- 
ing the  year  65,167  books  have  been  issued,  2,317  more  than 
last  year. 

The  special  loan  system  inaugurated  for  the  High  School  has 
been  continued,  200  books  having  been  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  scholars  for  use  in  their  studies.  The  list  comprises 
many  books  on  history.  We  have  thus  been  able  to  supple- 
ment the  school  library  as  well  as  to  render  financial  assistance 
to  the  school  authorities. 

The  percentage  of  departments  is  nearly  the  same,  except 
that  2,317  more  books  have  been  issued  in  Fiction  and  Ju- 
venile,’’ making  a gain  of  .88  per  cent,  in  that  department, 
which  should  be  credited  to  the  juvenile  section. 

Looking  through  the  records  of  ten  years,  we  find  807  books 
have  been  purchased  in  1907,  against  310  in  1897,  while  there 
has  been  a gain  of  26,493  in  circulation.  Except  in  1897  and 
1898  growth  has  been  steady  and  mainly  uniform. 

Again  we  are  compelled  to  note  the  disappearance  of  books, 
due  to  the  open  shelf  system.  The  advantages  to  the  public 
of  free  access  to  the  stack  rooms  are  many  and  easil}^  obvious; 
the  disadvantages,  as  time  is  testing  the  system,  are  beginning 
to  be  forced  upon  the  attention  of  librarians  and  those  respon- 
sible for  the  management  of  libraries. 

The  librarian  of  the  Malden  Public  Library,  whose  experience 
and  authority  are  unquestioned,  speaks  of  the  loss  of  books  as 
a commentary  on  the  danger  of  open  shelves,  even  under 
partial  supervision,  and  there  are  signs  that  the  unrestricted 
access  of  the  public  to  library  shelves  is  growing  in  disfavor  on 
economic  as  well  as  moral  grounds.”  Mr.  Wadlin,  of  the  Bos- 
ton Public  library  is  quoted  as  saying,  ''  It  is  a good  thing  to 
extend  the  knowledge  of  books  as  may  be  done  by  open  shelves, 
but  perhaps  we  are  incidentally  promoting  evils  which  cannot 
be  offset  by  this  desirable  result  ; the  pecuniary  loss  involved  is 
far  less  than  the  possible  demoralization,  especially  of  children, 
due  to  the  ease  with  which  books  may  be  purloined.” 

Our  reading  room  has  a long  list  of  regular  patrons,  and  re- 
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ceives  increasing  appreciation  from  the  general  public.  The 
children’s  room  has  continued  its  good  work  for  our  younger 
readers  and  scholars  ; the  chairs  are  nearly  always  filled,  and 
we  may  have  to  consider  larger  accommodations  in  the  near 
future. 

One  new  bulletin  has  been  issued  containing  673  titles,  prop- 
erly classified. 

A Duplicate  Library  department  has  been  added  within  a 
year.  This  provides  duplicate  copies  of  books  much  in  de- 
mand, which  may  be  taken  out  upon  circulating  library  rates^ 
whenever  a reader  does  not  care  to  wait  the  somewhat  un- 
certain time  which  often  necessarily  elapses  before  they  can  be 
secured  in  the  regular  course  of  circulation.  It  has  proved 
a popular  addition  to  the  regular  library  methods. 

The  historical  room  has  been  opened  for  a course  of  lectures 
upon  the  “ Poetry  of  Robert  Browning,”  which  has  been  very 
instructive  and  enjoyable.  The  library  doors  will  always  be 
open  to  aid  the  cause  of  education  and  culture  in  the  communi- 
ty, and  to  further  any  movement  in  the  work  of  civic  better- 
ment. 

Sixteen  exhibits  of  the  Library  Art  Club  have  been  given 
during  the  year  and  again  we  thank  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Barry  for 
this  delightful  supplement  to  our  library  attractions. 

We  have  also  had  two  exhibitions  of  pictures,  of  oil  paintings 
by  Mr.  V.  Henneman,  and  of  colored  photographs  by  Mr.  J. 
Coggeshall. 

We  acknowledge  with  thanks,  gifts,  as  follows  : — 

A bust  of  Lord  Byron  from  Mr.  Wallace  Wheeler,  a- tapestry 
portrait  of  George  Washington  from  Miss  Ella  Higgins,  a 
stuffed  heron  from  Miss  Amelia  Trowbridge,  and  a piece  of 
wood  from  the  tree  under  which  Gen.  Burgoyne  surrendered 
to  Gen.  Gates,  from  Rev.  Paul  Sterling. 

In  October  the  Massachusetts  Library  Club  accepted  the  in- 
vitation of  the  trustees  to  hold  its  fall  meeting  in  Melrose. 
The  day  proved  exceptionally  pleasant  and  a large  number  of 
members  and  delegates  were  present.  The  exercises  were  both 
entertaining  and  profitable,  the  topics  discussed  being  very 
practical,  and  of  interest  to  all  who  are  responsible  for  the 
management  of  libraries. 
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The  fund  for  the  Mary  A.  Livermore  Art  Library  has  reached 
S978.00.  It  is  hoped  that  another  year  will  accomplish  its 
completion  and  the  installation  of  the  memorial  in  the  library. 

The  addition  of  the  desk  assistant  has  relieved  the  routine 
work,  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  appropriation  which  made 
this  possible.  Opportunities  for  the  extension  of  library  work 
can  be  found,  are  apparent  in  many  directions,  but  they  in- 
volve more  money,  and  we  must  wait  till  better  times  warrant 
a larger  share  in  the  division  of  the  city’s  income  among  mun- 
icipal necessities. 

Meanwhile,  that  we  may  not  lose  ground  in  this  important 
work  of  the  city  of  Melrose,  we  ask  an  appropriation  of  the  un- 
expended balances  for  last  year,  the  dog  tax  of  the  coming  year 
and  a sum  sufficient  to  make  a total  of  S5,275.00  for  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Public  Library.

Melrose,  Mass.,  Dec.  31,  1907. 
Hon.  E.  H.  Moore,  Maijor  City  of  Melrose: 

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  City  ordinance  I here- 
with submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 
1907. 


Organization. 

The  department  consist  of  45  men.  Chief  Engineer,  first  and 
second  assistant  engineer,  seven  permanent  men,  31  call  men 
and  4 temporary  call  men. 

Apparatus. 

Consists  of  one  steam  fire  engine,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck, 
four  hose  wagons,  one  coal  wagon,  one  Beverly  wagon,  three 
double  runner  pungs,  two  old  sleds  with  reels,  ten  chemical  ex- 
tinguishers. One  of  the  hose  wagons  is  out  of  commission  and 
could  be  used  on  the  west  side  of  the  city  to  good  advantage. 
The  engine  and  three  hose  wagons  have  been  repaired  and 
painted  and  are  in  first  class  order. 

Horses. 

There  are  10  horses  in  the  department.  Seven  of  them  are 
in  first  class  condition ; the  other  three  are  not  fit  for  the  work 
and  should  be  sold  this  spring  and  three  new  ones  bought. 

Hose. 

The  hose  in  the  department  is  in  good  condition  and  consists 
of  6,600  feet  good  hose,  1 ,000  feet  i)oor. 
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Fire  Alarm. 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  in  good  condition.  Five  and  one 
half  miles  of  the  line  has  been  rebuilt  with  new  covered  wire. 

Three  new  fire  alarm  boxes  and  a new  universal  box  added 
to  the  system  during  the  year.  A fire  whistle  would  be  a great 
addition  to  the  system,  enabling  the  men  to  know  when  there 
was  a fire  and  also  where  it  was,  which  it  is  impossible  for  the 
men  to  do  with  the  present  fire  alarm. 


Fires. 

The  department  has  answered  to  sixty  bell  alarms  and  fifty- 
two  still  alarms,  the  past  year  and  four  second  alarms,  and  two 
alarms  for  fires  out  of  the  city. 

Amount  of  Hose  laid  during  the  year  24,100  feet;  chemical 
charges  used,  one  hundred  and  twenty ; rubber  covers  used,

Improvements. 

In  my  judgment  the  city  should  keep  the  fire  department  up- 
to-date,  to  compare  with  the  increase  in  buildings  and  improve- 
ments of  the  city.  When  the  fire  department  is  wanted  it 
should  be  able  to  take  care  of  the  fires.  We  have  today  less 
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men  than  we  had  as  a town  in  1899.  A new  chemical  engine 
would  be  a great  improvement.  A new  house  at  the  Highlands 
and  also  a house  and  hose  company  at  Wyoming.  A new  com- 
bination wagon  at  the  Highlands.  Some  more  permanent 
men,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  men  to  take  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice for  call  men,  when  the  salary  is  $50  per  year.  I have 
called  these  improvements  to  your  notice  with  the  hope  that 
the  City  will  give  us  some  of  the  improvements  in  the  year 
1908.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 


January  1,  1908. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Mel- 
rose: 

Gentlemen: — We  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
charity  department  and  solicit  your  particular  consideration 
of  the  appended  tables,  showing  in  detailed  figures  the  dis- 
bursements of  founds  entrusted  to  us.  It  is  with  a feeling  of 
satisfaction  that  we  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
total  expense  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year,  1907,  is  less 
than  for  the  period  of  eleven  months  in  1906,  and  considerably 
less  than  for  any  preceding  year  since  Melrose  became  a city. 

City  Home. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  an  improved  condition  of  affairs 
at  our  City  Home,  now  under  the  management  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Milton  E.  Smith.  The  average  number  of  inmates  is  three 
males,  five  females.  All  of  these  inmates  are,  either  on  ac- 
count of  advanced  age  or  physical  disability  unfitted  for  severe 
labor,  making  it  neccessary  to  hire  additional  help  for  the  run- 
ning of  the  house  and  farm.  This  necessity,  together  with  the 
comparitively  small  number  of  inmates  and  the  high  price  of 
provisions  occasions  a higher  cost  per  capita  than  we  would 
like  to  see. 

Our  home  is  well  kept  and  the  inmates  tenderly  cared  for.  Dur- 
ing the  year  we  have  had  the  building  repaired  and  painted 
outside  and  some  painting  and  papering  inside.  We  have 
fitted  up  a comfortable  sitting  room  for  the  women  and  hoped 
to  have  similar  provision  for  the  men,  but  lack  of  funds  pre- 
vented us  from  so  doing.  We  hope  next  year’s  board  will  be 
enabled  to  do  this.  For  years  the  men  have  occupied  a de- 
tached out-building  as  smoking  and  reading-room  which  is 
anything  but  creditable  to  a public  institution.  Additional 
furniture  has  been  purchased  during  the  year  and  with  a com- 
paratively small  further  outlay  the  house  will  be  fully  equipped 
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and  furnished  with  furniture  belonging  to  the  City  of  Melrose. 

Necessity  of  preparing  a large  amount  of  wood  for  distribu- 
tion to  the  outside  poor  prompted  us  with  the  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  purchase  a gasolene  engine 
and  saw.  This  was  a good  investment  and  half  its  cost  has 
already  been  saved.  This  engine  is  also  utilized  in  cutting 
ensilage  and  filling  the  silo. 

After  another  year’s  experience  in  farming  this  board  con- 
curs in  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  last  year’s  board,  that  the 
city  had  better  abandon  the  attempt  to  raise  garden  truck  or 
milk  to  be  sold  in  competition.  The  land  can  be  advantageous- 
ly utilized  to  raise  fodder  for  the  necessary  live  stock,  vegetables 
and  milk  for  the  Home  and  for  the  outside  poor.  Pursuing 
this  policy  we  believe  that  the  net  cost  of  running  the  institu- 
tion may  be  considerably  reduced. 


Outside  Poor. 

Continuing  the  work  of  the  preceding  board,  earnest  and 
harmonious  efforts  were  made  this  year  to  reduce  to  a minimum 
the  amount  expended  in  this  branch  of  our  work.  This  was 
accomplished  without  neglecting  any  worthy  cause,  by  con- 
stant and  systematic  measures  to  secure  employment  for  the 
able-bodied  but  indigent.  Most  of  the  present  beneficiaries 
are  worthy  cases;  invalid  women  and  widows  left  with  families 
of  young  children,  or  wives  and  children  deserted  by  heartless 
or  dissolute  husbands  and  fathers.  These  worthy  women 
have  done  all  they  possibly  can  to  be  self-supporting  and  with 
the  assistance  received  through  this  department,  are  for  the 
most  part  bringing  up  their  families  respectably,  creditable 
alike  to  themselves  and  to  the  city.  There  are  one  or  two 
notable  exceptions  to  this  satisfactory  condition;  cases  which 
have  been  constantly  before  the  poor  department  for  many 
years.  Some  of  these  unsatisfactory  cases  were  finally  dis- 
posed of  during  the  past  two  years  and  we  hope  the  coming- 
year  will  In-ing  about  a further  improvement,  by  cutting  loose 
from  the  traditions  and  customs  of  the  past.  Drastic  mea- 
sures must  be  resorted  to  with  these  people.  Maudlin  senti- 
mentality should  not  control  or  influence  the  dispensing  of 
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public  aid.  Compulsory  labor  and  decency,  though  somewhat 
delayed  in  application,  may  yet  accomplish  a reform.  In  our 
efforts  to  correct  abuses  during  the  year  we  have  encountered 
some  opposition  by  the  interference  of  well-meaning  persons, 
but  poorly  informed  as  to  the  duties  and  obligations  of  our 
office. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  and  thanks  to  His 
Honor  the  Mayor,  for  assistance  and  support  generously  given 
in  many  ways.  The  board  is  singularly  indebted  to  Mr.  Claude 
L.  Allen,  City  Solicitor,  for  legal  services  in  matters  affecting 
the  city.  His  conservative  counsel  has  guided  us  and  his  cour- 
tesy has  cheered  us  in  the  handling  of  some  unpleasant  matters. 

Another  year’s  experience  satisfies  us  beyond  question  as  to 
the  wisdom  and  economy  of  having  a city  physician.  This 
board  appreciates  and  is  grateful  to  Dr.  Clarence  P.  Holden  for 
his  faithful  attention  to  the  poor  of  the  city.

Report  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pine 
Banks  Park  for  1 907 


To  the  Honorahle  Maijor  and  Board  oj  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Melrose : — 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pine  Banks  Park  hereby  presents 
its  third  annual  report. 

During  the  past  year  a new  ball  field  has  been  laid  out  and 
nearly  finished.  Another  portion  of  the  low  ground  at  the 
right  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  Park  has  been  filled,  graded 
and  seeded.  The  young  shrubs,  which  were  referred  to  in  the 
last  report  as  being  started  in  the  greenhouse,  have  now  been 
planted  in  the  nursery.  A rockery  has  been  commenced  and 
about  60,000  square  feet  of  road  has  been  surfaced  with  gravel. 

The  demand  for  the  ball  field  was  so  great  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1907  that  many  applications  for  its  use  had  to  be  refused. 
It  is  expected  that  the  new  field  will  be  ready  for  use  during 
the  summer  of  1908. 

Something  has  been  done  toward  beautifying  the  Park  with 
flowers,  and  the  beds  have  presented  an  attractive  sight,  but 
much  more  could  well  be  done  in  this  direction. 

Among  the  many  needs  of  the  Park  we  may  enumerate  some 
of  the  most  pressing: — 

(1)  Sanataries  and  water  supply  are  needed  near  the  ball 
field. 

(2)  Some  seats  would  also  be  a great  addition. 

(.3)  The  lecture  platform  and  seats  on  the  hillside  should  be 
thoroughly  repaired. 

(4)  A tennis  court  would  be  a great  accommodation  to 
many  persons. 

(5)  A horse  lawn-mower  and  a hoi’se  roller  are  needed  to 
keep  the  grounds  in  presentable  appearance. 
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(6)  Many  new  trees  should  be  set  out  at  once  to  take  the 
place  of  those  which  have  been  destroyed  by  the  gypsy  moths. 

(7)  Until  the  Jagza  bridge  is  rebuilt  a large  part  of  the  Park 
is  not  readily  accessible  to  carriages. 

(8)  The  green-house  is  now  in  an  extremely  dilapidated 
condition  and  a new  one  seems  to  be  an  imperative  necessity  if 
the  Park  is  to  be  properly  cared  for. 

(9)  The  great  need  of  a stable  and  tool-house  have  been 
alluded  to  in  former  reports. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  the  gypsy  moths  have  done  less 
damage  during  the  past  year  than  previously,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  with  watchful  care  the  Park  may  be  kept  fairly  free  from 
these  pests.  The  generous  and  efficient  work  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  fighting  the  pests  is  gratefully  recognized  by  the  trus- 
tees. 

With  the  greatest  economy  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  maintain 
the  Park  in  an  ordinary  condition  upon  the  appropriations 
thus  far  granted.  Little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  perma- 
nent improvements,  and  nothing  whatever  in  the  line  of  such 
permanent  structures  as  are  absolutely  indispensable  to  a wise 
and  proper  management  of  the  Park  in  the  future.  The  re- 
sult of  this  course  will  be  that  sometime  in  the  future  the  Park 
will  greatly  deteriorate  in  its  general  condition,  or  a large  ex- 
penditure will  be  needed.  It  would  seem  to  be  a wiser  and 
much  more  economical  policy  to  do  each  year  a little  of  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  permanent  improvements. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  estimate  the  amount  required  for 
maintenance  for  the  ensuing  year  at  $2,000,  and  recommends 
a further  appropriation  for  maintenance  and  improvements  of 
$1,000.

Report  of  the  Law  Department 


Hon.  Eugene  H.  Moore,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Melrose,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  Ordinances,  I herewith 
submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1907. 

There  were  pending  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1907  suits 
to  which  the  City  of  Melrose  was  a party  in  the  different  courts 
as  follows: — 

Supreme  Court,  Suffolk  County. 

Supreme  Court,  Middlesex  County 
Superior  Court,  Middlesex  County 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  County  . . . 

Superior  Court,  Essex  County  .... 

District  Court ; 

making  a total  of  sixty-nine. 

Twelve  new  suits  have  been  brought  during  the  year,  five 
against  the  City,  two  by  the  City  and  five  in  which  the  City  is 
trustee,  thus  making  eighty-one  suits  handled  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number  twenty-six  have  been  disposed  of  during  the 
year,  thus  leaving  fifty-five  cases  pending  on  January  1st,  1908 
in  the  various  courts  or  fourteen  less  than  on  January  1st,  1907 
and  twenty-four  less  than  on  January  1st,  19n6.  ^ 

These  suits  have  been  disposed  of  at  comparatively  small  ex- 
pense to  the  City.  I feel  that  the  number  of  suits  still  pending 
against  the  City  is  much  greater  than  it  should  be  and  I am 
endeavoring,  so  far  as  it  can  be  accomplished  without  much 
expense  to  the  Cit}^,  to  clear  the  docket  and  believe  that  gradu- 
ally the  number  of  cases  can  be  considerably  reduced  at  small 
expense. 

All  of  the  suits  against  the  City  for  damages  on  account  of 
the  Main  street  widening  have  been  settled  with  the  exception 
of  one  and  that  will  prol)ably  be  settled  or  tried  within  the  next 
thirty  days.  The  City  has  been  reimbursed  by  the  Boston  and 
Northern  Street  Railway  Company  for  all  money  paid  in  settle- 
ment of  these  suits. 
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The  suit  of  the  contractor,  James  L.  Bryne,  against  the  City 
for  alleged  breach  of  contract  on  account  of  the  Main  street 
widening  I have  tried  before  an  auditor  this  winter  and  am  now 
awaiting  his  decision. 

None  of  the  so-called  explosion  suits  of  which  there  are 
twTnty-four  pending  against  the  City  have  yet  come  to  trial. 

I think  there  is  nothing  of  special  interest  to  report  in  refer- 
ence to  the  other  suits  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  suit 
of  Admiral  N.  Mayo-  Dyer  against  the  City  for  money  paid  the 
City  under  protest  for  taxes  w-hich  he  claimed  were  illegally 
assessed,  which  I tried  in  the  Superior  Court  last  spring  and 
argued  before  the  full  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  last  Novem- 
ber, the  decision  being  in  the  City's  favor  in  each  instance.  I 
have  been  notified  by  Admiral  Dyer’s  attorneys  that  they  in- 
tend to  take  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
at  Washington. 

In  addition  to  looking  after  the  suits  above  mentioned 
watching  the  trial  lists,  conferring  with  opposing  attorneys 
and  preparing  for  trial  such  of  the  suits  as  seemed  likely  to  be 
tried,  I have  looked  after  various  claims  both  in  favor  of  and 
against  the  City  on  which  no  suits  were  brought,  as  for  instance 
claims  for  injuries  for  alleged  defects  in  highways  where  notices 
have  been  served  upon  the  City,  claims  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  against  other  municipalities  and 
against  individuals  for  assistance  rendered,  etc. 

I have  also,  during  the  year,  attended  various  legislative 
hearings  in  which  the  City  was  either  directly  or  indirectly 
interested.  The  only  legislation  enacted  during  the  year  in 
which  Melrose  alone  was  interested  was  an  act  relative  to  our 
water  bond  issue  which  I prepared  and  presented  to  the  legisla- 
ture during  the  early. part  of  the  session.  I have  also  prepared 
an  act  for  the  extension  of  the  Lynn  Fells  Parkway  from  Green 
Street  to  the  Lynn  Woods  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  during  the  year. 

I have  during  the  year,  appeared  before  and  conferred  with 
various  state  commissions  on  matters  of  interest  to  Melrose, 
as  for  instance,  the  extension  of  the  State  Highway  on  Upham 
Street,  before  the  Metropolitan  Highway"  commission;  Ell  Pond 
retaining  wall  before  the  Harbor  and  Land  Commission  and 
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matters  pertaining  to  the  parkway  with  members  of  the  Metro- 
politan Park  Commission. 

I have  also  been  in  attendance  at  the  Mayor’s  office  during 
nearly  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  have 
drafted  various  orders,  amendments  to  ordinances,  new  ordin- 
ances, takings,  etc.,  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  for  various 
members  and  committees  thereof,  I have  examined  and 
passed  upon  forms  for  bond  issues,  prepared  drafts  for  bonds, 
releases,  deeds,  contracts,  etc.,  and  examined  others. 

In  addition,  I have  furnished  both  written  and  oral  opinions 
to  Your  Honor,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  in  fact  almost  all 
officers  and  departments  of  the  City  Government  on  various 
matters  pertaining  to  their  official  business  and  have  conferred 
with  them  in  reference  to  same. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  you  and  through  you  the  other 
city  officials  for  the  courtesies  and  assistance  rendered  me  in 
the  performance  of  my  duties.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  and  in  compli- 
ance with  Order  No.  4,053  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  we  have 
audited  the  accounts  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  for 
the  year  ending  January  28,  1908,  and  verified  the  Securities 
held  by  them  on  behalf  of  the  Sinking  Funds,  as  at  that  date, 
and  we  present  herewith  the  following  Statements,  which  are 
subject  to  this  Report:

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Through  the  operation  of  the  Sinking  Funds,  City  Bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $75,000.00  have  been  retired  as  they  matured 
the  past  year,  viz:

We  have  examined  the  Bonds  and  other  Securities  held  at 
January  28,  1908,  and  ascertained  that  all  coupons  have  been 
properly  accounted  for.  We  have  verified  the  balances  held 
by  the  Melrose  National  Bank  and  the  Melrose  Savings  Bank 
to  the  credit  of  the  respective  Funds  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  we  find  that  by  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners  the  Mel- 
rose National  Bank  is  authorized  only  to  honor  checks  when 
signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners. The  Securities  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of 
the  3"ear,  together  with  those  since  acquired,  have  been  recon- 
ciled with  the  Inventory  at  January  28,  1908,  after  allowing 
for  realization  and  redemptions,  as  shown  by  the  following 
Summary  and  by  the  detailed  Schedules  appended  hereto,  and 
we  have  vouched  the  disbursements  and  agreed  the  number  of 
Bonds  retired  with  the  canceled  bonds  produced  to  us,  and  with 
the  records  for  the  same  in  the  City  Treasurer’s  Ledger. 
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We  have  checked  the  income  received  from  the  Securities 
owned  by  the  Funds  with  the  amounts  due  and  receivable 
therefrom  to  January  28,  1908,  and  we  find  that  the  following 
sums  which  were  received  during  the  month  of  January,  1908, 
have  been  carried  forward  to  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  and  were

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The  City  Treasurer,  who  is  also  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking 
Funds,  states  that  this  apportionment  of  revenue  has  been 
made  in  order  that  his  accounts  for  the  Municipality  in  the  City 
books  may  correspond  with  the  accounts  of  the  Sinking  Funds 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  we  desire  to  point  out  that  the 
sum  of  $189.72  which  was  paid  to  the  Commissioners  by  the 
City  in  respect  of  interest  on  the  School  Fund  Appropriation 
from  the  Spot  Pond  Award  ($37,945.07)  was  authorized  by  an 
order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  dated  December  31,  1907,  and 
was  deposited  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioner’s  Bank  Ac- 
count on  January  7,  1908,  although,  in  order  to  reconcile  the 
Commissioners’  Accounts  with  those  of  the  City  Treasurer,  this 
sum  has  been  carried  forw’ard  as  revenue  of  the  Sinking  Funds 
for  the  ensuing  year  (1908-9)  together  with  other  items  of  in- 
terest on  investments  to  January  30,  1908,  amounting  to  $149.- 
62;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  various  other  receipts  during  the 
month  of  January,  1908,  amounting  to  $3,307.50,  have  been 
included  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Accounts  for  the  past  year  ending 
January  28,  1908.  While  we  are  satisfied  that  the  income  re- 
ceived during  the  year  has  been  properly  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Funds,  we  recommend  that  as  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners’  Accounts  are  made  up  at  the  close  of 
January  in  each  year,  there  should  be  incorporated  therein  the 
whole  of  the  revenue  received  up  to  that  date,  and  that  the 
practice  of  treating  a portion  of  the  January  income  as  revenue 
for  the  ensuing  year  should  be  discontinued. 

We  have  examined  the  Records  of  the  Commissioners^ 
Minute  Book  in  support  of  their  transactions  during  the  year, 
and  we  desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  following  transactions 
which  do  not  appear  to  have  been  formally  authorized  by  the 
Commissioners,  although  their  Chairman  has  informed  us  on 
behalf  of  the  Commissioners  that  these  transactions  were 
effected  with  their  full  concurrence  and  authority. 

Town  Hall  Loan  Sinking  Fund : 

The  purchase  of  a City  Note  July  30,  1907,  $1,500.00,  for  one 
year  at  5 1-4  per  cent  interest  was  not  recorded  in  the  Minute 
Book. 
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Surface  Drainage  Loan  Sinking  Fund : 

The  purchase  of  a City  Note,  May  3,  1907,  $1,934.85,  for 
three  years  at  4 1-2  per  cent  interest  was  authorized  by  the 
Commissioners’  minute  as  a note  for  two  years  only. 

Sewer  Loan  Fund : 

The  purchase  of  $10,000.00  Sewer  Bonds  for  retirement 
along  with  other  Bonds  held  by  the  Fund,  was  not  formally 
ratified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners. 

Water  and  School  Loans  Sinking  Funds : 

The  transfer  from  the  Water  Loan  Fund  to  the  School  Loan 
Fund  of  12  School  Bonds  due  1916  at  103.83,  on  a 3 1-2  per  cent 
basis,  $12,459.60  (which  were  originally  purchased  for  the 
Water  Fund  for  $12,759.96,)  involving  a loss  to  the  water 
fund  of  $300.36,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  ratified 
by  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners. 

Water  and  Sewer  Loans  Sinking  Funds : 

The  retirement  of  the  following  matured  Bonds  was  not  for- 
mally confirmed  by  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners. 

May  1,  1907.  Water  Loan  Fund  $50,000.00  Bonds  re- 
tired. 

June  1,  1907.  Sewer  Loan  Fund  $25,000.00  Bonds  re- 
tired. 

We  have  checked  the  transfers  of  securities  between  the 
various  Funds  during  the  year,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
such  transfers  (except  in  the  case  of  securities  tranferred  on 
maturity  for  retirement)  should  be  authorized  by  Resolution 
of  the  Commissioners,  and  should  be  effected  at  prices  which 
equitably  apportion  the  cost  of  any  premiums  paid  when  the 
Securities  were  originally  purchased. 

The  Sinking  Fund  appropriations  received  by  the  Commis- 
sioners during  the  year  on  behalf  of  the  various  Funds  were  as 
follows:

The  Commissioners  are  quite  uncertain  whether  or  not  ad- 
equate provision  has  been  made  by  the  City  in  the  past  for  the 
requirements  of  the  Sinking  Funds,  and,  during  the  course 
of  our  examination  of  the  Securities  and  verification  of  the  in- 
come and  disbursements,  we  received  from  their  Secretary  a 
copy  of  a Resolution  which  was  passed  by  them  on  February 
6,  1908,  as  follows: 


‘‘Voted:  That  we  request  the  auditor  to  ascertain  if 
the  proper  amounts  have  been  appropriated  by  the  City 
for  the  Sinking  Funds  each  year  to  the  Water  Loan  and 
Sewer  Loan,  and  to  report  on  this  matter  to  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Moore,  in  connection  with  the  report  regarding 
the  examination  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Securities/’ 

Upon  referring  to  you,  we  learned  that  the  request  of  the 
Commissioners  could  not  be  complied  with,  as  the  terms  of  the 
Order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  did  not  provide  for  this  addi- 
tional investigation,  and  pending  definite  instructions,  we 
have  consequently  taken  no  steps  to  determine  whether  or  not 
the  Commissioners  have  received  from  the  City  adequate  ap- 
propriations for  the  requirements  of  the  various  funds,  or 
whether  the  outstanding  Bonded  Indebtedness  of  the  Munici- 
pality at  date,  which  has  been  created  through  successive  bond 
issues,  dating  since  the  year  1892,  is  properly  protected  through 
the  operation  of  the  Sinking  Funds. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  amount  of  the  City  Loans 
at  present  outstanding,  the  par  value  of  the  Securities  held  on 
behalf  of  their  respective  Sinking  Funds  at  date,  and  the 
amount  of  the  Bonds  in  each  loan  which  fall  due  for  redemption 
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at  various  periods  within  the  next  eight  years,  and  these  rep- 
resent a total  of  $382,000.00  without  taking  into  consideration 
those  which  mature  in  succeeding  and  comparatively  early 
years. 
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Apart  from  the  appropriation  taken  from  the  Spot  Pond 
Award  for  the  School  Fund,  the  actual  Sinking  Fund  levies  re- 
ceived from  the  City  amounted  to  only  $8,933.00  during  the 
past  year,  and  these  were  applied  to  the  School  Loan  and  Sur- 
face Drainage  Loan  Funds,  while  no  City  appropriations  were 
made  for  the  Water  Loan  and  Sewer  Loan  Funds,  although 
WaterLoan  Bonds,  amounting  to  $112,000.00,  fall  due  for  retire- 
ment at  various  dates  within  the  next  six  years,  and  more  than 
90  per  cent  of  the  outstanding  Sewer  Bonds  mature  in  success- 
si  ve  series  at  different  periods  prior  to  July  1,  1926.  It  is  un- 
certain also  whether  the  Commissioners’  assumption  is  correct 
that  the  Sinking  Fund  Investments,  after  allowing  for  the  cost 
of  premiums  lost  upon  redemptions  and  the  loss  of  interest  on 
capital  temporarily  uninvested,  are  accumulating  interest  at 
3 1-2  per  cent  per  annum  net,  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  during  the  past  year  the  premiums  written  off  in  respect 
of  securities  retired  or  transferred  by  the  Water  Loan  Fund 
alone,  amounted  to  $1,062.22. 

The  revised  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  provide  under  Chap- 
ter 27,  Section  17,  that: 

‘Tities  shall  continue  to  contribute  to  every  Sinking  Fund 
which  has  once  been  established,  until  such  Sinking 
Fund,  with  its  accumulations,  shall  be  sufficient  to  extin- 
guish at  maturity  the  debt  for  which  it  was  established.” 

while  Section  12  provides  that: 

‘‘Cities  shall  annually  raise  by  taxation  and  contribute 
thereto  an  amount  sufficient  with  its  accumulations  to  ex- 
tinguish the  debt  at  maturity,  and  shall,  in  the  year  be- 
fore maturity  of  the  debt,  raise  by  taxation  any  balance 
necessary  for  its  extinguishment.” 

It  therefore  follows  that  if  through  the  present  absence  of 
any  definite  information  regarding  the  condition  of  the  Sink- 
ing Funds,  the  annual  appropriations  with  compounded  reven- 
ue should  ultimately  prove  insufficient  to  redeem  the  City’s 
Loans  as  they  mature,  such  deficiency,  however  heavy,  will 
thereupon  have  to  be  raised  by  taxation  “in  the  year  before 
maturity”  although  it  might  then  be  impossible  to  raise  the  re- 
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quired  amount  without  exceeding  the  statutory  assessment 
limit.

Dear  Sir: — The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  having  con- 
sidered the  report  of  Patterson,  Teele  & Dennis,  make  the  fol- 
lowing statements  regarding  it,  and  request  that  they  be 
printed  in  connection  with  this  report. 

First,  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  ends 
December  31,  according  to  Act  of  Legislature  passed  in  1906, 
instead  of  January  28. 

Second,  checks  and  orders  of  the  Treasurer  on  both  the  Mel- 
rose National  Bank  and  the  Melrose  Savings  Bank  are  honored 
only  when  countersigned  by  one  of  the  Commissioners,  as  per 
their  written  instructions  filed  with  each  Bank  on  April  13, 
1907. 

Third,  items  of  income  amounting  to  S339.34,  mentioned  as 
not. being  included  in  1907  accounts,  were  properly  not  in- 
cluded, as  they  are  items  of  income  of  1908. 

Fourth,  items  of  income  amounting  to  $3,307.50,  though  not 
collected  until  January  1908,  were  properly  included  in  1907 
accounts,  as  they  were  items  of  income,  which  had  been  earned 
in  1907. 

Fifth,  in  reference  to  statement  regarding  Commissioners’ 
records,  would  say,  all  the  transactions  referred  to  are  now 
properly  recorded  in  the  records,  although  the  Commissioners 
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do  not  feel  it  necessary  or  obligatory  to  pass  a formal  vote  to 
pay  bonds  which  mature  at  fixed  dates,  and  for  which  funds 
had  been  provided. 

Sixth,  we  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  the  resolution  passed  by  us  on  February  6,  1908,  asking  the 
auditor  to  ascertain  if  proper  amounts  of  money  had  been  ap- 
propriated to  the  various  Sinking  Funds. 

Seventh,  the  Commissioners  have  never  assumed  that  the 
present  Sinking  Funds  are  adequate,  but  are  informed  by  the 
City  Treasurer  that  under  a former  administration  an  expert’s 
opinion  was  obtained,  and  the  necessary  amounts  as  estimated 
by  him  were  appropriated  to  meet  at  maturity,  all  outstanding 
bonds  then  issued.

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
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CONSTRUCTION. 

Extension  of  Water  System.  Reference  may  be  had  to  the 
accompanying  table  for  the  location  and  size  of  new  water 
mains  laid  during  the  year,  number  and  size  of  gates  set,  and 
number  of  fire  hydrants  installed. 

The  total  number  of  feet  of  new  mains  laid,  including 
hydrant  branches,  was  3,120,  making  the  water  pipe  mileage 
of  the  city  approximately  48.4  miles.  Eight  additional  fire 
hydrants  and  thirteen  water  gates  have  been  set  during  the 
year.  The  pipes  and  all  materials  required  were  furnished, 
and  the  pipe-laying  and  all  incidental  work  done  in  each  street 
by  the  water  division. 

Thirty-eight  new  lead  services  were  laid  during  the  year, 
a total  length  of  768  feet. 

Four  new  stand-pipes  have  been  set  for  street  watering, 
making  thirt3^-two  now  in  use. 

Nine  hundred  and  thirty  meters  have  been  installed  during 
the  past  year,  making  a total  of  ten  hundred  and  fifty-nine  in 
use  December  31,  1907. 

Act  Relative  to  Installation  of  Meters.  By  provision  of 
Chapter  524,  Legislative  Acts  of  1907,  all  cities  and  towns  in 
the  Metropolitan  Water  District  are  now  required  to  equip 
with  water  meters  all  water  services  hereafter  laid,  and  to  an- 
nually equip  with  meters  five  per  cent,  of  the  water  services 
which  were  unmetered  on  December  31,  1907.

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HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION. 

It  has  been  the  plan  of  this  department  to  put  the  main 
thoroughfares  in  first  class  condition,  and  with  this  in  view, 
Main  Street  from  Malden  Line  to  Porter  Street,  Wyoming 
Avenue,  from  Main  to  Berwick  Streets,  Franklin  Street  from 
Main  Street  to  Stoneham  Line,  Green  Street  from  Main  to 
Howard  Streets,  Vinton  Street  from  North  High  to  West  Em- 
erson Streets,  Upham  Street  from  Main  to  Lebanon  Streets, 
Orient  Avenue,  Youle  and  Everett  Streets,  and  parts  of  East 
Emerson  Street  and  Stratford  Road  were  macadamized. 

Surplus  material  from  these  streets  was  used  to  grade  other 
streets,  such  as  Circuit,  Warren,  Melrose  (Belmont  to  Vinton 
Streets)  Woodland  Avenue,  etc.  Surplus  material  from  East 
Emerson  Street  and  Stratford  Road  was  used  to  grade  the 
Common. 

Especial  attention  has  been  paid  to  streets  where  there  were 
only  dirt  sidewalks,  many  of  these  were  gravelled,  rolled  and 
covered  with  stone  dust,  making  a good  sidewalk.

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STREET  WATERING. 

A departure  was  made  from  the  usual  custom  of  letting  the 
entire  street  watering  contract  to  one  party,  and  the  watering 
carts  were  placed  with  different  contractors  at  50  cents  per 
hour,  watering  to  be  done  as  often  and  at  such  times  as  re- 
quired by  this  Department.  This  has  been  a very  satisfactory 
method  as  the  results  have  shown. 

On  April  15,  1907,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  passed  Order  No. 
3,668,  ordering  the  following  streets  sprinkled  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  24  of  the  City  Ordinances.

CITY  SCALES. 

In  accordance  with  the  ordinance  all  materials  purchased  by 
the  city,  so  far  as  I am  aware,  have  been  weighed  on  the  city 
scales,  and  in  addition  to  these,  goods  of  outside  parties  or  in- 
dividuals have  been  weighed  and  the  fees  established  by  ordi- 
nance collected.  These  collections  have  amounted  to  $32.70 
and  have  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasui-er. 
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PARKS. 

The  wall  at  Ell  Pond  on  Main  Street  was  rebuilt  and  grade 
raised  two  feet;  the  brook  covered,  wall  extended  further  south 
than  formerly,  iron  rail  fence  replaced,  and  the  space  between 
Main  street  and  wall  filled,  loamed  and  sodded.  A brick  side- 
walk was  laid  on  Main  street,  and  a new  band-stand  built. 
Life  ladders  and  coils  of  rope  were  placed  at  Main  street  and  at 
the  point  on  north  side  of  pond. 

The  construction  of  the  Lynn  Fells  Parkway  has  made  avail- 
able for  park  purposes  the  point  of  land  on  north  shore  of  pond 
formerly  practically  inaccessible,  a wooded  knoll  with  solid 
ground  leading  to  the  water  at  the  point  where  the  conditions 
are  favorable  for  bathing.  A pier  has  been  extended  into  the 
water  for  fire-works  and  as  a diving  place  for  bathers.  The 
trees  have  been  thinned  out  and  underbrush  removed.  This 
promises  to  be  a favorite  spot. 

The  objectionable  ash  dump  on  the  Common  has  been 
leveled,  the  pond  filled  and  the  westerly  portion  graded  and 
seeded,  making  a much  needed  improvement.  A band-stand 
was  built  near  Sixth  street,  and  the  ball  grounds  rolled  and 
cared  for. 

The  small  parks  and  squares  have  had  careful  attention.
